NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


We announce, in another column, 
the presentation of a_ palatial 
building for the Home for Aged 
‘Jews by Lord Wandsworth, in memory of his parents, Viscount and 
Viscountess de Stern. This noble gift, which has been secured by 
that splendid communal worker, the Rev. I. Samuel, does infinite honour 
to the donor, and will be received with gratitude and admiration by the 
Jewish community. It is worthy of the fine traditions of Lord Wands- 
worth’s family, and ranking side by side with other gifts of buildings 
(such as the Baroness Hirsch Convalescent Home, the Daneswood 
Sanatorium and Jews’ College) will be one more testimony to the vitality 
of Jewish charity, as well as a standing incentive to others to go and do 
likewise. The aged poor of the Jewish community are not unfortunate in 
their generation. As far back as 1849, the Hand-in-Hand Asylum 
was established for the maintenance of aged and decayed tradesmen of the 
Jewish persuasion. Three years later, a similar institution (the Widows’ 
Home Asylum) was founded in the interest of Jewish widows. | In 
1871 a third asylum for the aged poor was commenced in Wentworth Street, 
under the title of the Jewish Workhouse, though subsequently (thanks to 
the characteristic kindness of Mr. Mocatta) the name was altered to the 
Jewish Home. The amalgamation of the first two of these institutions was 
followed in later years by the bringing of the Jews’ Home under the 
same management. The several institutions still, however, remained 

physically separate—a fact not conducive to perfect etliciency. Further, 
the Stepney Home for Aged Jews was more aged than its inmates and 
structurally behind the times and the necessities of the case. The day 
was fast coming, therefore, when the community would have been asked to 
dip its hands deep into its pockets in order to provide a modern and 
spacious building, which could receive all the scattered inhabitants of the 
several institutions. But this necessity has been obviated by the striking 
generosity of Lord Wandsworth. The new ‘“‘ Home”’ will have a capacity 
for a largely increased number of inmates. It will thus admit of far more 
liberal provision for the aged poor than has been possible up to the 
present. But if this extra accommodation is to be utilised, the community

will have to supply the necessary funds, to say nothing of the money which 


| there is overwhelming evidence to prove.

will be necessary for the proper equi pment of the new Home. We do not 
doubt that Lord Wandsworth’s great kindness will find its complement inthe 
generosity of a community, whose mercifulness to old age has not 
been exhausted by the institutions already named. For, long before 
politicians began to discuss ‘‘Old Age Pensions,’’ our Norwood Asylum 


and Aged Needy Society were actually distributing them to the fallest limit 
of their power. 


At the moment of writing no 
news has come to hand of any 
Kaster outbreak against the 
Jews of Russia; and although one never knows what tricks are being. 
played with telegrams by the Censorships, or some other eircumstances over 
which the news agencies have no control, one may perhaps assume that the 
Russian holiday is after all to pass by without any renewed assault on the

Jews. A feeling of great thankfulness will be experienced for this one 


mercy. That the fears of another massacre were not altogether groundless, 
The presence of ‘the agitator 
Krushevan and his infamous journal in Russia were in themselves an 
omen of ill, and the allegation that inflammatory literature was being 
distributed by officials at Odessa is all in keeping with the attitude of 
several Governors during the crisis. That peace should have been pre- 
served in spite of the energetic attempt at disturbance, shows conclusively 
that the powers that be are perfectly able to protect life and honour if they 
so desire. It is also a terrible commentary on the callousness which 
allowed the Kishineff massacre to go on night and day without effective 
interference. The question now is, how long is a situation to continue in 
which five or six million people are exposed to the recurring dread of butchery. 
How can a civilised Government look on contentedly at a state of things in 
which a population as large as that of the British metropolis lifts up its hand 
to Heaven in thanks each year if it. escapes torture and dishononr at 
the hands of a bloodthirsty mob’? We notice that M. de Piehve, in the 
course of the extraordinary speech he is reported to have addressed to a 
Jewish deputation, promised the Jews a ‘‘ slow and cautious’’ improve- 
ment in their economic lot-—a very desirable concession—but went on to 
inform them that they had no prospect of obtaining the same rights as are 
enjoyed by the rest of the population. The Minister must know that the con- 
stant ill-treatment and fear of ill-treatment which dog: the Jews 
are almost entirely the result of the official attitude toward this 
section of the Tsar’s subjects. He must also know that it is im- 
possible for these millions of human beings to leave the country. Is 
it possible, then, that he regards the maintenance of a _ host of 
smart and clever people in state of political serfdom 
as a permanent item of policy? And does he not see that the evils, 
real or imaginary, of which he complained in his speech, must be the 
predestined result of so precarious and unwholesoine a programme? We 
cannot believe that statesmanship on the Neva is so hopelessly dead to 
the lessons cf common sense and the teaching of centuries. Unhappily, 
the influence of the great Slav Power exerts itself on the small surrounding 


‘nationalities—as may be seen from the recent outbreak at Lompalanka, 


described in our columns this week. The Bulgarian Government is to be 
commended for the energetic steps it took to repress disorder ; but it must 
be a source of regret to it that those efforts were not completely successfal. 


| | | We do not know, at the moment 
The Limerick Boycott. of writing, whether any good 

results have flowed from the 
action taken by the Board of Deputies in respect of the Limerick trouble. 
But the further correspondence which has meanwhile appeared in the 


Times throws a sinister light upon the objects of Father Creagh in the . 


campaign which he is pursuing. The tactics of the boycotters consist in 
representing the movement as an economic revolt of the Irish against 
Jewish exploitation. In reality, itis nothing but an attempt to avenge on 
the Jews the supposed wrongs of the 200 Redemptorist Fathers who have 
been expelled from France. The Rev. KE. B. Levin, the Jewish Minister 
of Limerick, has forcibly exposed the trickery of Father Creagh and. his 
supporters. One of these supporters, who libels a whole community under the 
cover of anonymity, informed the readers ofthe Times that of some 200 civil 
bills, over 170 wereissued by Jews. So far from that being the case, only 31 
of the 1,387 civil bills entered for hearing in the county and city of 
Limerick during the year 1903 were Jewish in origin. If any further 
evidence were needed of the gross iniquity of the present boycott, it 
would be found in the pathetic letter of Mr. Blond, the President of the 


Limerick Hebrew Congregation, who finds his grocery and vegetable 


business deliberately attacked and destroyed. Mr. Blond challenges any- 
body to say whom he has wronged or over-charged. Bnt it is safe to say 
that no reply will be forthcoming, the business of the boycotters being to 
injure by means of reckless generalisations, not to adduce specific proofs. 
The spontaneity of the agitation can be gathered from the regret with which 
the Christian caretaker of the synagogue surrendered his post at the 
demand of ‘‘other people’’; while the measure of the Irish peasant’s 
indignation against the Jewish exploiter can be gauged by the violent 
methods which had to be adopted to prevent him from dealing with the 
hated Jew. The truth is, as already sta‘ed, that the movement is partly 
one of revenge for the treatment of the French Redemptorists (a treatment 
for which the French Jews are held responsible) and partly the usual 
despicable religious hatred. Both these motives peep out unmistakably 
in the disgraceful address with which Father Creagh launched the boycott. 
We believe that our Catholic contemporaries will feel nothing but regret 
for this sad incident, and we do not doubt that they, as well as the Irish 
Parliamentary Party, will express their opinions in unmistakable language. 
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But if these protests are ineffective, then we look to the Irish authorities 
to put an end to a state of things which is a positive defiance to elementary 
civilisation. Not only does Father Creagh go from house to house threaten- 


ing to derounce from the pulpit anyone having dealings with Jews, but the — 


experience has been repeated during the present rebellion. And as the 
days have gone by when the Moorish Jews were protected by foreign 
Powers, the Anglo-French Convention, if it gives France the right to keep 
the peace in Morocco, may at least save the Moorish Jews the usual con- 


sequences of a rebellion. Nor is it merely the rise of a Pretender. that has 
such baneful results for the Jewish population. As Me. Allan Maclean, the 
British Consul at Casablanca, points out in his letter to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, ‘‘ the security of the Jewish, or any other, community living 
in the provinces of Morocco, is always only relative.’’ If this constant pre- 
cariousness, which was illustrated only last December by the 
onslaught of the unruly Kabyles on the Jews of Statt, should give 
way to orderly, goverament under Franch inflasnce, the gain in 
happiness and general prosperity which the Jews would experience 
in common with the rest of the population would be as distinct 
as it would be welcome. Both English and French Jews have considerable 
interests in Morocco, They have their: schools in the country; and the 
name of Sir Moses Montefiore, who once went on a humane mission 
to the Sultan’s Court, is still remembered there. In latter days

That there are great stores of real 
capacity—often unknown—in this little Jewish community, there is no h 
room for doubt. Every time the Jews’ Free School sends its boys and 
girls to compete for the scholarships of the London County Council, a good 
proportion come back loaded with the spoils. The Jewish boy, Selig 
Brodetzky, whose brilliant performances so astonished one of the alien- 
baiting halfpenny journals, has only recently topped the list of the Cam- 
bridge Local successful candidates. But, as the report of the Committee 
points out, these clever pupils often need farther help either to cover the 
cost of maintenance during the period of attendance at a secondary school, 
or to enable them to prosecute further advanced studies on leaving. 
Where that help has been lacking many of them have been obliged to 
abandon their hard-won scholarships in order to help support their 
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families. ‘* Others, again, may have succeeded, with an effort, 
in tiding themselves over the scholarship period, only to _ find 
themselves hopelessly stranded on finally leaving school, and 
compelled to relinquish the goal which they had travelled so far to reach.’’ 
It is here that the Committee steps in with timely assistance. During the 
few years it has been at work ‘* twenty-two exceptionally talented and pro- 


mising students have been awarded grants out of the Committee’s funds.’’ | 


Among these were six cases of exceptional musical talent, ‘‘ of whom it is 
confidently hoped the community and the general public is destined to hear 
a good deal in the near future.’’ In another direction, the Committee have 
befriended a quartet of artistic geniuses, three of whom are already earning 
their living in the world of art. Many a romance has been woven 
round a less worthy theme than some of these twenty-two cases 
supplied, and the future alone can tell how much talent has thus been 
rescued from blight. The days have gone by when every Horace had his 
Meecenas. But the bond between pr tron and man of promise finds a worthy 


substitute, so far as English Jews are concerned, in the relation of the’ 


Education Aid Committee to its protégés. The Committee asks only for a 
modest two hundred pounds, and it pledges itself to expend it on ascer- 
tained worth, not on idle fancies which imagine abilities that are not. 
Moreover, it would prefer that the money be given by one or two benefactors 
rather than it should be begged from fifty —a not unreasonable request from 
the point of view of the dignity of the beneficiaries. Surely there are men 


among us not insensible to the pleasure of helping Jewish talent to realise 
itself. 


Home for Aged Jews. 


MUNIFICENT GIFT BY) LORD WANDSWORTHE, 


Lord Wandsworth has generously respouded to the appeal made by the 
Rev. Isaac Samuel, on behalf of the, Home tor \ved Jews, by purchasing a 
magnificent freehold building, standing on 2) acres of beautifully cultivated 
ground, and has given it to the Home tor Aged Jews for the purposes of 
their new Institution. The building is delicghttully situated in Nightingale 
Lane, between Clapham and Wandsworth Cosmos, and sutticienthy com- 
modious to house all the inmates of both the present Institutions in Stepney 
Green and Well Street, - Hackney. The exterior of the house is constructed 
of Bath stone and terra cotta of special design. and has a very commanding 
appearance. The munificent gift is dedicated by Lord Wandsworth to the 


memory of his parents, the late Viscount and Viscountess de Stern. 
Lord Wandsworth’s splendid gift was communicated to a meeting of the 
Committee of the Home which was held on Monday. After Mr. Erexnesr di. 


FRANKLIN, the President, had given particulars, which were supplemented by 
the Rev. I. SAMUEL, the following resolutions were adopted, the tirst on the 
motion of the PRESIDENT, seconded by Mr. Ff. oD. Mocarra, Hon. President, 
and supported by Mr. Isaac DAVIS, one of the Vice-Presidents, and the 
second on the motion of the PRESIDENT, seconded by Mi Lewis Levy, and 
supported by the Rev. J. F. Stern and Messrs. Mortis HARRIS and H. Lb. 
HARRIS : 


(1) That the Committee accept, with a deep sense of gratitude, the splendid gift of Lord 
Wandsworth of the freehold premises known as 65, Nightingale Lane, Wandsworth 
Common, for the purpose of housing the inmates of the Institution. (2) That 
the very best thanks of the Committee are due, and are hereby given, to the Rev. 
I. Samuel for having so eloquently and successfully placed before Lord Wands- 
worth the needs of this Institution, | 


In further recognition of his valuable services, the Rev. I. Samuel was 
elected a member of the Committee, anda Trustee of the freehold property 
of the Institution. 

“Ferndale,” as the house is called, is adjacent to the Jews’ Deaf and 
Dumb Home, of which Lord Wandsworth’s brother, Mr. Edward D. Stern, 
is President. Originally built as a family mansion, it is approached from 


the road by a carriage sweep through a well laid-out front garden, screened — 


from the road by a variety of matured flowering and ever-green shrubs and 
trees, and a lawn adorned with ivy-covered oaks, flower beds and borders. 
The house is lighted by electricity and is surmounted by a tower 
rising upwards of a hundred feet from the ground, commanding uninterrupted 
views for many miles around. Having regard to the purpose to which the 
building is now to be applied, it is interesting to learn that great attention 


was paid to the sanitary arrangements when the house was constructed 


Indeed, it is understood that the house was built for Mr! 
Jennings, the well-known sanitary engineer, and cost £30,000. Another 
important adjunct is a large bath-room. A room on one of the floors 
‘opens to a pretty fernery, communicating with a conservatory. One of the 
great features of the estate is the attractive pleasure grounds which are 
tastefully arranged with flowers, borders and beds, and a small rosery. There 
is a long terrace walk through a fine avenue, nearly four hundred feet long, 
of old elms, oaks and other trees, and shady gravelled walks. An artificial 
stream formed by the overflow from the fernery passes through the con- 
servatory along the side of the avenue across the extremity of the gardens and 
up the opposite side. Inthe grounds thereare also a well-placed shrubbery, 
with a choice selection of flowering and evergreen shrubs and trees, as well as 
an ornamental fish-pond, with fountain jets. Shut off from the pleasure- 
grounds by a wall is a productive kitchen garden, a range of glass-houses 
and a range of seventeen forcing-pits. The property is situated near the 
Wandsworth Common and Clapham Junction stations of the London, Brighton 
and South Coast Railway, and the Clapham Common station of the City and 
South London Railway. The L.C.C. electric trams to Tooting pass the top of 
Nightingale Lane. :

The Blood Accusation in Bulgaria. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ]. 

Soria, 5th Apri. 

As I foreshadowed in my last letter, grave disorders against our core- 
ligionists at Lompalanka took place the day before yesterday (Sunday), on 
account of the absurd blood accusation. I have already given you particu- 
lars of the incident to which the revival of the charge gave rise. Since 
writing to you, the body of the missing bey was found in the Danube, which 
is about a dozen kilométres from Lompalanka. Medical evidence was to 
the effect that the body had been in the water’for more than thirty. days, 
and that there was nothing to show that the lad had been previously put 
to death. A-report having been spread by malevolent persons. that. blood 
had flowed from the nose, and that the doetors had been bribed. by the 
Jews to prepare a false report, a fresh enquiry was demanded. . This 
enquiry was held, and once again proved that the accusation against the 
Jews was absolutely without foundation. The burial was, therefore, decided 
upon for the day before yesterday. Very severe police measures were taken 
by the Government, but, unhappily, without the desired object. The 
eavalry, which during the whole week had guarded the Jewish quarter, had 
been reinforced by another'squadron in anticipation of an attack. The | 
funeral cortege traversed the streets inhabited by our coreligionists, and 
the erowd, enraged at seeing that these were protected by the military, 
commenced an attack on the Jewish houses, several of which were pillaged | 
and the furniture destroyed. The mob penetrated into the Synagogue, and ~ 
destroyed all its contents, the scrolls of the law being torn to pieces. 

During the last two days our unfortunate coreligionists have shut them- 
selves up in their houses, as they fear to be attacked again if they venture 
into the streets. The authorities have taken very energetic measures to.- 
restore order, but unfortunately everyone has been seized with panic.’ 
Several arrests have, nevertheless, heen made. <A telegram to hand this 
morning announces that several Jewish families have left Lompalanka for 
Widdin and Rustchuk. 

[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 
CRAJOVA (ROUMANIA) APRIL 7TH. 

I have just learnt from a messenger, especially sent here, that about ten 
days ago the Jewish population of Lompalanka (Bulgaria) was terrorised by 
a Bulgarian moh. The synagogue was ransacked and the Scrolls of the Law 
were torn into shreds and burned. Thanks to the Turkish inhabitants of the 
town, who took the Jews undertheir protection, no one was murdered. The 
origin of the disturbances was the old story of ritual murder. Similar 
seenes were enacted at Widdin, which is not far from Lompalanka. In both 
towns the anti-Semitic manifesto from WKishineff was translated into Bulgarian 
and distributed amongst the peasants. 


The War in the Far East. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
SHANGHAI, 7TH MARCH. 
The Russo-Japanese War is not without Jewish interest. Port Arthur is 
now being bombarded by the Japanese, and almost all the Jewish residents 
have left that place to seek refuge elsewhere. There is a fair Jewish 
population at Port Arthur, which possesses a beautiful synagogue. Our 
eoreligionists in that port, on hearing last vear of the outrages on the Jews 


at Kishineff, and the miserable situation in whieh they were placed in 


eonsequence, opened amongst themselves a relicf fund, which reached about 
two thousand dollars. It is believed that at present there is a large number 
of Jews in the Russian Army and Navy, at Port Arthur, fighting against the 
Japanese. On the 4th instant, a correspondent in Peking wired to the North 
China Daily News as follows: “A seeret ovganisation, composed of Polish 
Jews, refugees from Harbin, and fugitive conviets from Siberia, is projecting 
a movement against the Russians. Its leader is energetically collecting 
25,000 foreign desperadoes and Chinese miners for this purpose.”’ If this 
report be true it is evident that their lives are made so miserable that they 
prefer to put an end to their intolerable existence or else by some chance or 
other obtain their freedom, It is noteworthy that the entire Far Eastern 
Press, while commenting on the war, refers in condemnatory tones to the 
Kishineff massacres, and classes the Russians as the deadliest foes to humanity 
and civilisation,

The service, which was of a very impressive character, was conducted 
by the Rev. Francis L. Cohen, the Brigade Staff-Chaplain, who was assisted 
by the Choir of the Great Synagogue. | ;

The journey,’ instead of exhausting, increases their powers of 
endurance. “They go from strength to strength until they appear before 
God in Zion.” 3 
From STRENGTH TO STRENGTH. 

“From strength to strength” was the watch-word of Colonel Goldsmid’'s 
life. There is a-romance about his early career which is.of special interest 
to the student of the subtle influences of heredity. Few episodes in that 
great book “ Daniel Deronda” are more striking than the passage in which 
the hero tells his mother how it was, that, when he heard of his Jewish 
origin, he felt it his duty to throw in his lot with the race from which he 
had sprung. “ And,” he continued, “if I can see any work to be done for 
them, to which I can give my soul and hand, I shall do it.” When Albert 
Goldsmid became of age he publicly: joined the communion to which he 
belonged, alike by race and Ly conviction. He was as proud of being a 
British citizen as Lord Palmerston. He was not less proud of being a Jew. 
He shewed throughout his entire career how patriotism and Judaism could 
and should be harmoniously blended. He ardently loved his profession as 
a soldier, and earned rapid promotion by zealously discharging the duties 
entailed by each successive position he was called upon to fill. But, at 
the same time, the sufferings endured by his people in many lands touched 
him to the quick. “He went out unto his brethren, and looked on their 
burdens.” | 

. A sincere {Y¥ 33, lover of Zion, as he was, he longed for the 
Pealisation of his life’s dream that the Holy Land might again become a 
“National and religious centre. But he possessed sufficient common sense to 

discern that the time for such a consummation had not yet arrived, that 

dreams of a rich banquet cannot still the cravings of a starving man. It 
was, therefore, a passionate desire of his life to discover peaceable habita- 
tions, sure dwellings, and quiet resting-places for his poor hunted brethren, 

He always looked back with supreme gratification upon his pilgrimage to 
Zion. It is not generally known that when Baron de Hirscheanxiously 
sought an individual fitted to organise and supervise his newly-formed 
colonies in Argentina, it was none other than the then Prince of Wales who 


recommended Colonel Goldsmid as competent to undertake this delicate 
task. When the question of effecting a settlement in the district of 
Arisch in the Sinaitie Peninsula was considered he readily joined the com- 
mission of enquiry. When the idea of sending an expedition to Uganda 
was broached, his name as leader came to everyone’s lips. For we all knew, 
we all recognised, how deeply he sympathised with the trials of his people, 
and how fervently he yearned to aid in bringing them enlargement and 
deliverance. 
Tus Jewtsn Laps’ BRIGADE. 

Sut his solicitude for the welfare of the whole House of Israel did not 
distract him from duties that lay near at hand. He was ruled throughout his 
life by two powerful impulses, love of his faith and devotion to his pro- 
fession of arms. These two emotions found harmonious expression in the 
formation of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. It was no easy matter to establish 
the organisation, and to overcome the difficulties which new movements 
are apt to encounter. But he felt that it was of supreme importance to 
eradicate faults that had been engendered during centuries of seclusion 
and oppression, to iron out the ghetto bend, to instil into our lads the love 
of active, health-giving pursuits, manly independence, obedience, love of 
honour and truth, conjoined with pride in their race and their faith. The 
numbers he rallied around him at first were but small. The Brigade 
started with a membership of 60. But he had faith in the movement, so 
that, although it has now been in existence for barely nine years_ it 
numbers over 4,000 members, and possesses branches in all the larger 
provineial congregations. You know, dear lads, to what characteristic of 
your beloved commandant this success is due? To his perseverance, to his 
determination to go from strength to strength, so that he gathered around 
him a number of efficient officers, whom he imbued with his enthusiasm and 
zeal. And’ how he loved every one of you, my lads! How happy he was 
{o spend a week with you in camp! How assiduously did he look after your 
eomfort! How-anxious was he that a rainy night in camp might not 
injure your health! How great was his delight, when last November you 
had acquitted yourselves well at the drill display in the Queen’s Hall, held 
under the critical eye of some of the foremost military officers of the Empire. 
How eagerly did he look forward to spend a week with the Northern Brigade 
in Lytham during the ensuing summer! Alas! it was not to be. Heaven 
has willed it otherwise. “ The divine kiss was given him, which is both 
parting and reunion, which took him from your bodily eyes, and gave him 
full presence in our souls.” In Albert Goldsmid we have lost a unique 
personality, one who jomed intense earnestness of purpose with fascinating 

He was a man, take him for all in all; 

We shall not look upon his like again, 
. His loss is deeply mourned throughout the Empire! Our Gracious King 
says that he-has lost a personal friend. Just now a message has been cabled 
tome: “Johannesburg Hebrew. Congregation condole with English Jewry 

tt} death of Colonel Goldsmid.” 
How WE Honour Memory? 

How may we most.fitly show our appreciation of his life and work? He 
onee said to those most dear to him: ° When my time comes I do not wish 
that anv flowers be sent. I should like their cost to be given to the Brigade.” 
We all feel that the worthiest mode of honouring his memory will be to 
perpetuate the work so precious to him. It is sometimes said “No man 
is altogether indispensable.” I do not share this optimism. There are men, 
as in the present instance, touching whom we ask in vain 137 
“Who can fully and entirely replace him?” But I confidently hope that an 
efficient successor to our lost Commandant will speedily be appointed. I 
ardently trust that the existing Staff and the entire body of the Maccabeeans, 
who from the first. so diligently fostered the movement, will, for the love they 
bore him, strain every nerve that the work of the Brigade may go from 
strength to strength. And surely the community will aid these efforts by 
their generous and willing contributions. 

THe Duty or THE Labs. | 

T turn to you, my lads. . You all loved and admired the dear Colonel. 
How proud were you when he addressed some cheery words to you, or when 
he gave you a kindly smile of recognition! You prized it as a high privilege 
to brush his uniform, to cleanse his boots, to attend to his horse. Your duty 
to him is not ended. ‘* He honours the dead who lives as they desire.” It 
Was a great joy to him to see you grow up fine stalwart fellows, fellows of 
grit and pluck, with strong muscles and hardy sinews, holding yourselves 
ereet, marching long distances, vaulting and climbing without a sign of 
fatgue. But he desired, we all desire, that this bearing should be the 
outward manifestation of your inner character. 

So, how thou wouldst be perfect, 
White outside as inside, soul and soul’s demesne 
Alike, this body given to show it by. 

It was his hope, as it is our hope, that you are growing up lads of honour, 
who will never disgrace yourselves by false and unclean words and deeds, 
who will not stain yourselves by the ugly vices of betting and gambling, that 
you will grow to be men who understand and prize the responsibilities 
and privileges of British manhood, who are loyal subjects of their King, 
and worthy members of the House of Israel. At the memorable gathering 
in November General Sir Alfred Turner said, that “the King had bestowed 
upon Colonel Goldsmid the Victorian Order, in recognition of the great and 
philanthropic services which he had rendered in ameliorating the con- 
dition of his corelhigionists of that great and ancient race to which he was 
so justly proud to belong.” You should all aspire, though but few can hope, 
to win such recognition at the hands of our Sovereign. But of this you may be 
sure, that, however lowly your path in life may be, there is not a devout 
prayer you offer, not a true word you speak, not a good action you perform 
for the love of God and the honour of our faith, that is not registered in 
the Book of Heaven, that does not meet with the recognition and reward 
of Him, who is the King of Glory, the God of Reeompense. Our brother 
who has gone from strength. to strength has now appeared before God in 
the heayenly Zion. Let us lift up our hearts to Him in prayer, for the 
dead and the living. 

The Memorial and “Concluding” Prayers having been read, “ Adon 
Olam,” (to an affecting melody in the traditional style by the Rev. M. Hast), 
was sung by the Choir. In the Prayer for the Dead, Mr; Cohen, in 
praying for the soul of “our beloved Commandant,” introduced, after 
the words “ Remember unto him the righteousness which he wrought,” the 
phrase “and the loving-kindness which he specially showed unto the children 
of his people, that their sons might be as plants growing tall in their youth, 
‘going from strength to strength.’ ” 

The London Regimental Brass Band (ander the direction of Bandmaster 
T. Jarvis) then played Chopin’s “ Marche Funébre” in a manner which, 
considering the short time that had been allowed for practice, was highly 
creditable. 

The service was brought to a conclusion by the sounding of the “ Last 
Post ’’ by Corpl.-Buglers M. Schurek and W. Morris, and the playing of “ God 
Save the King” by the band. 

The admirable arrangements for the service reflected great credit upon 
those officers of the Brigade who acted as stewards. 

The impressive intonation of the service by the Rev. F. L. Cohen, the 
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exceptionally fine singing of the well-trained choir (under the direction of Mr. 
Peckar, the Choirmaster), the reverent deportment of the large and unique 
congregation, combined to render the function a memorable one. 

Previously to the service, the lads of the Brigade paraded in Devonshire 
Square under the command of Lieut.-Colonel E. M. Hallenstein, Chief Staff 
Officer, and at its conclusion they assembled in St. James's Place, where they 
were subjected to a close inspection by General Sir Alfred Turner, who ex- 
pressed to the Chief Staff Officer his satisfaction at the smart appearance and 
good conduct of the lads. General Turner also expressed his intention of 
inspecting the Brigade at next summer’s camp. The lads marched to 
Devonshire Square, where they were dismissed. 


ON Sabbath last, at the Western Synagogue, Linneus Street, Hull, a Memorial 
Service was held for the late Colonel Goldsmid. The Rev. |. Av Levy preached from 
Ece. v., 11 : “ Sweet is the sleep of the labouring man.” He gave a life sketch of the 
deceased, pointing out bis strong religious character, his loyalty to his community and 
his patriotism. The local Company of the Jewish Lad,’ Brigade, under the command of 
Captain Lewis Harris, was present. The Prayer for the Dead was read by the Rev. H, 
Cohen. 

The Rey. S. Frrepeserc, B.A., preaching at the Prince’s Road Synagogue, 
Liverpool, on Sabbath. referred to the death of Colonel Goldsmid. He said that his 
death ereated a gap that it would indeed be hard to fill among the leaders of the 
community. It cad debe been said by a homely philosopher that the leading citizen 
was the man who led off in wise counsel and public work, the one whom the best 
people of the town would al! love to follow ; and if that were a correct description—as 
he thought it was- then was the late Colonel among their truest leaders. But let 
them seek the higher ground of comfort, let them think not only of how much they 
had lost, but how much he had left behind for them, the noble example he had 
beaneathed of integrity in private life, of devoted public service, of loyalty to race 
and faith and native land, whereby he had enriched the best traditions of Jewish life 
in this country. There was a loftiness in his every. word and act. which shewed that 
he was living on the highest plane of character, of religion, of citizenship. Once 
more had it been demonstrated by his life to all who cared to observe and receive 
the lesson that a man might identify himself completely with the social and public 
life of his country without sacrificing one iota of his Judaism. | 

Presiding at a meeting of the Ramsgate Jewish Literary Society. at the Monte 
fore College, on Sunday last. the Rev, G. S. BeLasco made sympathetic reference to 
the late Col. Goldsmid. The loss that the community had sustained was a heavy one, 
for the late gallant soldier occupied a position in the community peculiarly his 
own, and which, at present at least, it was impossible to fill, Speaking in a Montefiore 
institution. one could not help but think of the late Sir Moses Montefiore. who had 
again and again pleaded for justice and protection on behalf of his coreligionists. 
The public career of Col. Goldsmid was evidence of the great and momentous 
change which was slowly but surely passing over the attitude of the Jewish com. 
munities throughout the world. The time to beg and plead for justice had gone by, 
and it was how recognised that there was no help like self-help to cure our wounds. —

The following letter appeared in the Times of Friday : 


Sir,—-Though, as a rule, I never take any notice of anonymous correspondence, I 
feel morally obliged to make exception when such appears in your journal, as 1 am 
thoroughly convinced that, unless you had good reasons to think that the writer in 
question was worthy of space in your columns, you would have hardly extended to him 
the privilege of concealing himself under the nom de plus e of © Milesian. 

Your correspondent is greatly in error in thinking that the. present boycott and 
persecution of the unfortunate Jews in Limerick are ‘merely financial and not 
religious.”’ Perhaps the following few extracts from Father Creagh’s) nemornnie 
sermon, as reported in several Irish papers, will be sufficient to enlighten even 
‘ Milesian’’ as to the true and incontestable cause of the sad plight of the Jews in 
Limerick. {Here follow extracts which, many weeks ago, appeared in our columns, 
including the sentences ** They. rejected Jesus. . they persecuted the Christians 

; nowadays they dare not-kidnap and slay Christian children, but they wall 
not hesitate to expose them to a longer and even more cruel martyrdom. . . . 
The Redemptorist Fathers, to the number of .200, have been turned out of France, 
and that is what the Jews would do in our own country.”’] . 

It was no exaggeration on the part of Mr. Michael Davitt when, commenting at 
the time on the rey. gentleman's sermon, he said :—*' It was atrocious language like 
this which, in May last, was responsible for some of the most hideous crimes possible 
to perverted humanity in a Russian city.’’ Father Creagh denounces the Jews with 
indignation for having wormed themselves into every form of busi 
But is this a crime? Is not industry, on the other hand, not only a social virtue, but 
the very basis of all virtues? If such be the doctrines taught by Father Creagh, one 
ought not to be in the least surprised at the financial stagnation and utter want of 
social progi@ss which, so unfortunately for its inhabitants, characterize, for the 
most part, the South of Ireland. | | 

No, Sir; the motives which prompted the Redemptorist Father are not to be 


found in the financial or economical aspects of the Jewish question, but, clearly and — 


obviously to the unsophisticated and ingenuous mind, have their root, like all other 
so-called religious wars and persecutions in the priest's perverted conception of 
religion, But as this is a subject outside the scope of my. present subject, I will not 
make any other observation thereupon. 

In conclusion, Sir, allow me once more to repeat that the boycott still prevails, and 
the condition of the Limerick Jews is most lamentable. May I express my fervent 
hope that the leaders of the British Jewry will not delay in coming to the rescue of 
their persecuted and boycotted brethren in Limerick? : 

You will be glad, Sir, to learn that your kind publication of my letter in your last 
Friday’s issue has resulted in awakening the practical sympathy of a number of 
Christian friends who generously sent me their respective contributions towards the 
immediate relief of the ruined Jews of Limerick. Such a spontaneous and kind response 
is very encouraging, considering that I had not then made a direct appeal to the public.

The Times, of Tuesday, printed the following letters :— 


Sir,—I hereby beg to enclose legal documents which undoubtedly must prove the 
gross exaggeration stated by your correspondent ‘‘ Milesian ’’ which appeared in your 
valuable columns some days past with reference to the attacks upon the Jews of 
Limerick. In his letter ‘* Milesian ’’ assumed facts and figures which goes to explain 
the causes of popular hostility against the Jews of Limerick, stating on the authority 
of a legal official of the Limerick district who informed him that of some 200 civil 
bills over 170 were issued by Jews; undoubtedly he means to prove thereby the 
character of the Jewish trade here. How surprised wil] he be to learn that within 
the whole round year of 1903 the number of civil bills entered for hearing for the 
county and city of Limerick was 1,387, and of that number only 31 was issued by 
Jews. In this Easter sessions of 1904 the total number of civil bills is 320, of which 


eight only are at the suit of Jews. Now those figures quoted makes it unnecessary 
for me of commenting upon the general tenor of ‘ Milesian’s”’ letter, as it. shows 
clearly his knowledge of Limerick affairs, and of the Jews especially. In conclusion 
[ will, with your permission, say one word more regarding his assertions that the 
cause of the boycott here is not a religions, but a financial, matter. Any one who 
read the tirade of the Redemptorist monk, published on January 11 last. which is and 
is only the cause ofall the trouble, will admit that ‘‘ Milesian’s”’ theory is infantile 
and absurd. The cuttings enclosed, which form part of his spiritual advice to his 
ignorant flock, will show but tco clearly that the oppression and boycotting is solely 
the fruit of religious prejudice, and is entirely actuated by feelings of malignity 
towards us.—Yours truly, E. B. Lrevry, Minister. 
Sirk,— It is gratifying to know that there ts yet men who love truth, and justice and 
fearlessly speak out.their mind publicly, no matter whom it is concerned. Therefore. 
your comments in your journal on above subjects deserves the gratitude of my 
respectful community I represent, which are so cruelly abused and tortured by 
the Redemptorist Father Creagh. It isnot enough what he preaches in his church, 
but he never ceases to go about in every Christian house threatening. to denounce 
from the pulpit any one who would deal with the Jews. To show vou an instance 
that there is no financial question but a religious affair—as vour correspondent 
** Milesian wanted to argue--I had a business established in grocery and vegetables 
here in this city for the past 11 years. It took me all those vears. with the greatest 
pain and trouble, and working unceasingly till I established myself sanslartcbie and 
enjoyed a nice trade, until, all of a sudden, like a thunderstorm, spoke hatred and 
animosity against the Jews, how they crucified Lord Jesus, how they martvyfed St. 
Simeon, and gradually, in one month’s. time, T have none of my previous customers 
coming into my.shop. In fact my business is nil at the present time. . Is that a 
financial affair? Would you call my little trade a “ national evil’’? I defy anv one 
in this city to say whom I have wronged, what did I overcharge’ To convince vou 
more, here I am sending you a notice from the caretaker of our synagogue, who was 
with us for the past three years, and by all probability be with for ever with us if 
not on the instigation from Father Creagh. With a sorrowful heart he told-me that 
he is obliged to leave the house for no other reason but it’is against the wishes. of 
other people. This caretaker would not live with the accursed Jews. when formerly 
he found himself very happy to stay with us. What, in the name of common sense. 
can you call this but religious feeling?) Our position is more the worse on account of 
the local Press that they never would admit a just defence to put in their columns.

Jews the deepest sympathy with them in the pitiable plight to which they 
have been reduced in being deprived of their daily means of subsistence. and 
would assure them that the Church of Ireland Mission is prepared to do 
everything in their power to alleviate their present sufferings: that the best 
thanks of the meeting be given to the Daily Express and the Evening Mail 
for their courageous advocacy of the cause of the persecuted: and that we 
also express an earnest hope that such advocacy will result in all friends of 
religious tolerance. whether Roman Catholics or Protestants. uniting to 
denounce this bigoted anti-Semitism, and at length moving the Irish Govern. 
ment to a sense of their duty towards the less powerful members of the 
State. 


Jews’ Free’ School. 


The following is the text of the report of Dr. J. H. Wylie, His Majesty's 
Inspector :- 


Boys’ ScHoo..— Three full classes of the seventh standard are now formed, besides 
a strong class of ex-seventh standard,. so that the number of boys that now gain the 
full advantage of their school life may be regarded as eminently satisfactory. The 
work in the laboratory, gymnasium, drill ground. workship, and class-rooms is all 
progressing with great smoothness, and a special feature of the school is the system 
of art teaching and design, which is taken up with much keenness and suecess.. A 
new stock of books has just been purchased for the school library, the:use of which 
is sure to be well appreciated m such a school. ) 

Gris’ ScHoor.--It is understood that during the coming year the’ buildings in 
the Girls’ School will be, to a large extent, re-constructed, so that present defects need 
not be insisted upon. In the past year the work has gone on with the same marked 
success, all classes striving to do their best in all the work undertaken. <A. special 
word of praise is due for the delicate way in which the part-songs are rendered in 
the upper standards. 

The above report is the last which will be made under the old conditions, 
as the sehool will cease to exist as an. independent institution when the 
Education Act for London comes into for¢e next month. It must, therefore. 
be gratifying both to the Committee and to all who appreciate the admir- 
able work of the school to know that the report is one of the very best 
ever made to the Education Department by one of its Inspectors. The 
school has obtained the highest grants for all subjects, including cookery 
and manual instruction. To Mr. L. B. Abrahams, the Head Master, the 
high commendation bestowed by Dr. Wylie on the new features, such as the 
laboratory, gymnasium, military drill, and woodwork, must be specially 
welcome, for they were introduced under his régime, with the objects of 
improving the physique of the boys, and of enabling them to join in pursuits 
from which they had been previously debarred. Miss Abadi, the Head 
Mistress, merits warm congratulations on the admirable report which the 
work of her department has elicited from Dr. Wylie, more especially as that 
work was severely handicapped by the structural defects referred to in 
the report.

The Late Colonel Goldsmid. 


The CHAIRMAN said that it was his painful duty to move a vote of condo- 
lence with the widow and family of the late Colonel Goldsmid on the loss 
they had sustained. It was hardly necessary at a meeting of the Council to 
say anything in praise of Colonel Goldsmid, for he was endeared to them all 
by his genial manners and by his lively and warm interest in all Jewish 
matters. They were proud of him as a soldier of the King and of the high 
position which he occupied. It had pleased Providence to call him away, and 
all they could do was to express their sorrow with his widow and children. 

~The Hanam said he would crave the privilege of being allowed to 
second the vote, for he was sure to voice not only the feelings of the 
Couneil and of the community, but of Jewry at large, who were ali mourning 
over the loss which had befallen the Anglo-Jewish community by the death 
of Col. Goldsmid. He embodied the virtues of the two greatest nations 
upon earth. He was an Englishman, representing all the virtues of that 
proud and gallant nation which stood up in the defence of liberty and 
tolerance, of truth, and of justice. He had shown how devoted a Jew could be 
to this country by being ready to bring the greatest sacrifice for it—by 
placing his life at the service of his country—-and, at the same time, he 
represented true Jewish idealism, clinging with fervent hope and with pas- 
sionate love to their old and hallowed traditions, and extending his syim- 
pathies to his brothers all over the world, ready to help and to assist 


Wherever and whenever called upon. He was true, as he himself had - 
repeatedly said, to his father and to his mother, to his spiritual ancestry 


and to the land of his birth. He never wavered in his adhesion to their 
old traditions, and whenever great issues were at stake, Col. Goldsmid was 
always found in the front rank, fighting the battle, lifting up his voice, 
showing the way and giving .a personal example of devotion to idealism, 
of devotion to duty, both to God and man. If English Jewry was respected 
abroad it was mainly on account of men like Col. Goldsmid. -To men of 
his type, the Jews on the Continent and elsewhere — could 
point as an admirable example of how :a Jew could be assimilated and 
yet not be assimilated; how a Jew could be a good citizen, showing that he 
understood how to fulfil the duties which his country could demand of its 
most faithful child, and, at the same time not denying his origin as a Jew, 
but fulfilling also the duties imposed upon him as a Jew with equal devotion 
and enthusiasm. <A brave heart and a noble soul had now been laid to 
rest. A loss had overtaken them which had cut very deeply, and was felt 
most acutely, specially now that Judaism in England was approaching, what 
he could not help saying was a critical period. The Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, Which was established to carry out those very ideals for which Col. 
Goldsmid lived, must feel the loss still more strongly, imbued as the 
members were with the desire of representing those principles in a free 
country, and to utilise the liberty granted to the Jews in England in accord- 
ance with the best traditions of this country, to help those who could not 
help themselves, and to show that one could be a faithful citizen of this 
country without being forgetful of the traditions of the Jewish race and of 
the ties that bound them to their brethren all over the world. As a member 
of the Council of the Association, he was proud to be allowed to associate 
himself with the vote of condolence to Col. Goldsmid’s sorrowing wife and 
family, and to the whole community at large. | 

Mr. F. D. MocatTTa said that he had very great respect for the late 
Colonel Goldsmid. He was a man whose influence was always used for the 
good of a great many members of the community not only in this country but 
elsewhere, and such a loss they must deeply regret. They could only hope 
that the rising generation would strive to imitate his many salient virtues. 

Mr. E. A. FRANKLIN said that he was privileged to have had an intimate 
acquaintance with Colonel Goldsmid, and he desired to associate himself with 
the vote of condolence. | 3

The Threatened Outrages in Odessa. 


Mr. F. D. Mocatra stated that on the first day of Passover the President 


and the Secretary of the Board of Deputies had asked him to accompany them to 
the Foreign Office, telling him that they had just come from the City, and 
that there were rumours—very disagreeable, ugly rumours—of papers being 
handed about in Odessa of an inflammatory anti-Jewish character, and that 
the censors had exercised no sort of influence to put down those papers, but, 
on the contrary, a number of officials helped in their distribution. On Easter 
Sunday (0.s.) it was feared some very disagreeable results might follow from 
this inflammation of the popular mind. Lord Lansdowne was out of town 
when they had called, but they saw Sir Thomas Sanderson, who received 
them very, kindly, and promised to transmit all they had told him to 
his Lordship, They were unable, during the course of their peregrinations, 
to find out whether there was any truth in the reports to which he had 
referred. He trusted he was right in saying that nothing had really taken 
place to make the position of the Jews in Russia more precarious, They had 


written in America on the subject to Mr. Jacob H. Schiff but so far as he was 
aware no answer had been received. 

Mr. Henry A. FRANKLIN drew the attention of the Council to the publica- 
tion by Messrs. Funk and Wagnalls of Dr. Isidore Singer's book * A Memorial 
of Kishineff,” the preface to which was published in the Jewish Chronicle of 
March tlth. 

Mr. E. N. ADLER suggested that the Council should endeavour to procure 
the exact text of the speech made by M. de Plehve to a Jewish deputation 
reported in the Jewish Chronicle last week; | 

The HAHAM urged that it was impolitic, as likely to cause irritation 
abroad, to publish the exact details of every step taken in circumstances like 
those which had just occurred. 

The CHAIRMAN differed from Dr. Gaster on this point and maintained 
that by means of the press they showed the world they did not intend merely 
to play the role of spectators when the Interests of their brethren were at 


stake. | 
The Trouble in Limerick. 


Dr, ALFRED WoLFF enquired whether the Association could take any. 


action in regard to the boycott of Jews in Limerick. : 

The CHAIRMAN said that personally he would be most happy if the 
Association could take part in the steps for the relief of the unfortunate 
situation that had been brought about, but their constitution would make 
it ultra vires. All matters affecting British Jews came within the purview 
of the Board of Deputies, and the Association was bound not to interfere in 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU thought that the Laws of the Association did not 
bind them in any way. — | 


Mr. JOSEPH PRAG said that the Board of Deputies had been dealing with : 


the matter. The attention of ‘the Chief Secretary was drawn to the dis- 
turbances at the very commencement, and Mr. Wyndham had promised that 
the matter should have the attention of His Majesty’s Government. They 
had received a satisfactory letter from the Lord Lieutenant, but unfortunately 
the affair had not taken the form of personal violence which was actionable, 
but had assumed the shape of a boycott which seemed to be directed equally 
against Protestants and Jews. — 

Mr. LANDAU suggested that’ a moderately couched letter should be 
addressed to the Irish Members of Parliament. The Irish were a generous 
people, and in the East End of London the Irish and the Jews were the best 
of friends. The influence of the Irish members could terminate the situation. 

Mr. B. KiscH said that the matter was entirely one for the Board of 
Deputies, both naturally and by virtue of the compact with the Association. 

Mr. FE. A. FRANKLIN said that every member of the Association,as a 
member of a congregation, was represented on the Board of Deputies, which 
was the body that was intended to deal with such matters. 

Mr. DELISSA JOSEPH said that in the letters and leading article which 
had appeared in the Times the Anglo-Jewish Association had been expressly 
mentioned. ‘The honour of the Association was, therefore, at stake. | 

Colonel HENRIQUES @onecurred. 

Mr. ELKAN ADLER said that the writers of the letters and article merely 
did not know the right body to take the matter up. The Jewish community 
did know, and it would be suflicient for the outside world to know :that 
Anglo-Jewry, through the proper body, was taking action in the matter. 

Mr. DELISSA JOSEPH moved that a communique should be sent to the 
Press stating the steps which had been taken in the matter. 

Mr. H. H. COLLINS seconded the motion. 

Mr. A. E. SypNEY deprecated the discussion which had taken place, 
seeing that everyone knew that the Board of Deputies was the proper body to 
deal with the matter. 

The motion was lost. 


| Report of the Executive Committee. 

The SECRETARY read the report of the Executive Committee, of which the 
following is an abstract :— 

RouMANiIA.-—-With reference to the pamphlet by ** Verax’’ on the Jewish question, 
the Executive Committee are of opinion that ‘as Major Evans-Gordon, M.P., has 
publicly announced his intention of Peinning the treatment of the Jews in Roumania 
to the notice of the House of Commons, it would be inexpedient to issue a pamphlet 
in reply. They, however, consider it desirable that the Jewish Members of Parhia- 
ment should be requested to support Major Gordon in his action. | 

Morocco.-—The following letter has been received from the British Consul at 
Casablanca, relative to the relief of Jewish refugees from Statt: 

British Consulate, Daralbaida, 
March 24th, 1904. 

Sir,---l have the pleasure of acknowledging the receipt of your letter of the 19th 
ultimo, enclosing a cheque for £331 6s., on behalf of the Jewish refugees in Statt. | 
transmit herewith the Committee’s acknowledgment. I have written to thank the 
* Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden”’ for their kind contribution. The Relief Com- 
mittee has received the sum of Francs 4,000, from the ** Alliance Israélite.’’ 

My personal view is that, thanks to the generous response the appeal has 
received, the Committee has now sufficient funds at its disposal for present needs. 
The objects of the appeal were: (1) To give immedhate assistance to, and to support, 
refugees until they could be returned to Statt. 

(2) To repatriate them at the proper moment. 

From inquiries made, I think it is safe to provisionally fix upon a day in the 
month of April for completing the work. By that. date the weather should be 
genial, and harvest operations will have begun. There is a punitive expedition in 
the neighbourhood, and it is possible that the tribes which assisted at the pillaging 
of Statt will receive punishment. The security of a Jewish, or any other, com- 
munity living in the provinces of Morocco is always only relative, but I hope that 
in this particular instance the risk of further misfortune is reduced by the prestige 
the refugees have acquired through the general interest their case has excited. The 
longer they stay here the more difficult it will be for them to recover their occupations. 
Their places may be filled by others. Moreover, down to the present there has not 
been a single case of mortality among the refugees, but the English doctor tells me 
that a considerable number of them attend his dhopenvary for treatment for scorbutic 
disease, and he is of opinion that there is a grave and increasing danger of epidemic 
of a serious kind brought about by overcrowding and insanitary conditions. 

I have met the Rehef Committee this morning, and it agrees with me that, under 
all the circumstances of the case, the risk of the refugees meeting with further mis- 
fortune is the lesser of the two evils it is necessary to face. 

Having arrived at this conclusion, the Committee are in a position to state that 
it has sufficient funds at its disposal for the support of the refugees until the middle 
of April, and for the further expenses of their repatriation. 

? The Relef Committee desires me to express to your Institution, to Messrs. 
Rothschild, and to all contributors, on behalf of the refugees, its profound gratitude. 
The Committee will publish its accounts as soon as its task is completed.

A letter was also received from the Foreign Office giving a summary of the fore- 
going communication, and adding: ‘‘If events should anlereunihate not take the 
course we hope for, it may be necessary to again appeal for assistance.”’ 

* SCHOOLS IN THE East.—Application is made for the renewal of the grant of £20 
to the Corfu Talmud Torah, where secular instruction is given during the greater 
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part of the day. The pupils number 113 all free.—The School Committee at Crajova 
(Roumania) applies for an increased grant on the ground that the financial situation 
is more disastrous than ever. ‘The deficit is 4,500 francs. The pupils number 148 
all free. An application to the Jewish Colonisation Association for help was un- 
successful, but the body has informed the Association that the ground for its refusal 
was the belief that the local community had sufficient available funds to assure the 
financial position of the. school.—To bis great regret, Mr. Montefiore has been 
unable to visit the Evelina de Rothschild School (Jerusalem) as he had intended. He is, 
however, forwarding the report of Mr. Boyd Carpenter (who inspected the school in 
February), which will be brought up at a future meeting. The Salonica Committee 
of the Alliance Israélite applies for the subvention of £175, which includes £25 
towards the salary of the Rev. Peter Donaldson, the English teacher, whose report 
is as follows:-—"' The two English classes in the Alliance Boys’ School, on which I 
reported about a year ago, were finally broken up last summer. The school had 
already given them more than the two years’ course which it normally offers te 
students of the English language, and it was considered only fair to provide for the 
large number of junior pupils who were desirous of studying English.» Most of. the 
members of these two classes thus broken up were In a position to make themselves 
useful to merchants carrying on correspondence in English; and I helieve IT am 
justified in stating that, with hardly an exception, those of them who have left 
school have succeeded in obtaining situations which hold out to them some prospect 
of a successful business career. As the junior pupils wishing to join the new English 
class were too numerous to be accommodated in one room, and as, besides. it was 
not convenient for all of them to attend at the same hour, it. was thought advisable 
to divide the class into two sections, each section receiving three hours’ tuition per 
week. Many of the pupils attend both sections of the class: and, though the work 
done is necessarily quite elementary, it is followed with interest and pleasure by a few 
members of former classes, who come merely for the sake of practice and in order to 
keep up the knowledge of English which they have already acquired: The zeal and 
application of the pupils merit the highest praise, and their progress is, in. general. 
satisfactory, while their conduct in class is uniformly excellent. 1 wish’ it) were 
possible to give them a regular three years’ course.” The figures of pupils in the 
three schools (boys, girls and infants) are 1,443 against 1.140 in the -previous vear. 
In addition 818 children are taught in schools not subventioned by the Association. 
The total expenditure on all these schools was 97,039 francs. 


The Situation in Roumapnia. 


The HAHAM, in view of the fact that the position in’ Roumania had 


entirely changed, urged that no reply ‘to “ Verax’s” book should be 
eirculated. “ Verax” was the mouthpiece of the Roumanian Government, 


and had made an attempt to whitewash those responsible for the situation 
of the Jews. But the attempt had fallen flat. The whole work was a tissue 
of falsehoods. That was why the writer called himself * Verax.” (Laughter.) 
In Roumania “liar” and “ Verax"’ were regarded as synonymous. His fabri- 
cation had been entirely demolished in the Roumanian Jewish papers, and the 
whole thing had been treated with deserved contempt. The Jewish Press 
had perhaps done more than they ought. A conspiracy of absolute silence was 
often a most effective weapon. Butas he had intimated, the situation was under- 
going a change. The hope expressed by the King of Roumania when he 
(Dr. Gaster) had the honour of being received by his Majesty had begun to 
be realised, though slowly. Two things had happened recently. The 
Government had introduced a new mining law, in which it was distinetly laid 
down that Jews born in Roumania were to rank as Roumanians, where it was 
provided that a certain percentage of the employes should be natives. The 
significant point was that no Roumanian paper protested ; not a single 
voice was raised against the measure. Another law that had been intro- 
duced permitted “ foreigners ” to settle in the villages. When a member of 
the Senate had urged that this was against the constitution, M. Stourdza 
retorted that they were not going to hem in their economic development 
with Chinese walls. This law opened the door to the Jews to settle in rural 
communes. An increase was also to be noted in the number of naturalisa- 
tions, which this winter had totalled twenty. 
circumstances, that they should hold aloof from) Major Evans-Gordon in his 
promised Parliamentary action. Jewish members of Parliament, when the 
situation was very much graver, had kept their mouths shut and had 
refrained from doing anything in the matter, and it would be most unwise, 
ifnot very wrong, for them to take any action and unnecessarily now to stir up 
fresh animosity against Roumania. | 

Mr. B. KiscuH said that the information with which Dr. Gaster had 
favoured them had not been before the Exeeutive Committee, and he was 
sure that the advice tendered by Dr. Gaster should be followed rather than 
the recommendation of the Committee.

The Board of Deputies Elections. 


The three years’ term for which the present Board of Deputies was 
elected is about to expire. According to the constitution, the elections for 
the néw Board must be held in the month of Tyar, which this year covers 
the period between the 16th April and the 14th May. An increased repre- 
sentation may be expected, as under the new constitution the expense to 
small congregations is greatly reduced. Every additional congregation which 
sends a representative helps to reduce the expenses which have to be borne 
by the larger congregations. 


Council of Legal Education.—The General Examination of the 
students of the Inns of Court, held at the end of March, has resulted as 
follows :—Among those who have passed the Final Examination are H. G. 
Lewis, B.A., LL.B., St. John’s College, Cambridge, and Inner Temple, First 
Certificate of Honour and a prize of £50; and Victor Rees Aronson, 
inner Temple. Among those who have passed in Constitutional Law and 
Legal History is Arthur Harold Woolf, First Class, who would have dividod 
the special prize of £50 in these subjects with another competitor, had he 
not been disqualifled by age. Mr. Woolf attained the age-limit of 20 last 
September ; he is Secretary of the Jewish Religious Education Board. Among 
those who also passed in Constitutional Law and Legal History are Fritz 
Baumann Adler, Arthur Coburn and Elias David Moses, all of the Inner Temple.

Privy State 
Councillor Gluckstadt has not only earned the appreciation of his country, 
but also the consideration of his own community.

se The Shoe and Leather Record of last Friday, referring to the Alien 
Immigration Bill, remarks that the only important provision which may affect 
the shoe and leather trades is that which gives discretion to a judge to order 
an alien debtor who has been guilty of a misdemeanour to leave the eountry 
after undergoing his term of imprisonment. “The probable effect of this, 
it continues. “will be that men of the type with which the East 
End is familiar will take eare to become — naturalised before 
robbing their creditors. . . . . As we have over and over again 
pointed out, foreign Jews are not the only sinners. It merely happens 
that they are gifted with a mental alertness which is denied to the average 


‘English rogue, and so they take advantage of lax laws which should be 


strengthened against all alike.” “As to restricting the inflow of immigrants 
generally,” says this journal, “ even if this were desirable it is doubtful if it 
would be practicable. There are stringent laws in the United States against 
the landing Of unsuitable aliens, yet the alien difficulty there ts much 


more serious than here. Where the honey is, there will the bees. be 


found. Taking them altogether, the alien bees make pretty good citizens, and 


they are attracted to us, as they are attracted to America, because they ean 
do better than in the countries from whieh they come.” The organ of the 
leather trade goes on to express the wish that the aliens * would find less 
attraction in boot-making~ and very common, bad, rubbishy boot-making— 


than they appear to find.” 


March Immigration Returns. 


FURTHER REDUCTION IN THE NUMBER OF IMMIGRANTS, 
The Alien Immigration Returns for the month of March continue the 


tale of diminished immigration which began with the turn of the year. 
The number of aliens arriving in the United Kingdom’ who were not 


described in the Alien Lists as en route to places abroad was 5,893, 


as compared with 7,089 in March, 1903. The number of sailors 
included in these two totals was 1,034 and 1,326 respectively. The 
aliens arriving here, who gave their destination as some place beyond the 
United Kingdom, were 10,988 last month, as against 16,509 in March, 1903. The 
aliens not deseribed as en route thus show a reduction in number of. 1,196 
(leaving the sailors out .of account); while the transmigrants exhibit:a 
diminution of 5.521. Adding the totals of transmigrants and those not 
deseribed as en route for other countries, we find that 16,881 aliens 


touched these shores last month, as compared with 23,598 in March, 1903— a’ 


very material diminution in the immigration movement. Taking the first 
quarter of the present year, 15,766 aliens not described as en route to 
places out of the United Kingdom arrived in this country. This compares 
with 17,451 in January to March of last year—a diminution of 1,685, 
In the case of the transmigrants, the figures for the respective 
period were 18,661 and 26,390 a reduction of 7,729. The entire total of both 
categories reaching these shores in January to March of this year was 
34,427, as against 43,841 in the first quarter of last year. This shows a 
diminution of 9,414. The Return contains the usual warning against the 
assumption that aliens not described in the alien lists as en route, ete., 
necessarily come here for settlement, “there being, in fact, a large emigration 
of foreigners from this country, while many of the aliens arriving from 
continental ports return to the continent.” | 


The Emigration of the Alien. — 


Under this heading a representative of the Westminster Gazette thus 
‘deseribed in Monday’s issue the departure of the boat trains from Waterloo 
for Southampton 


The station platform presents a strange and striking appearance, a large pro- 
portion of the waiting passengers being Jews—people of almost all nationalities. 
Yiddish is the tongue that is universally spoken, and with very little imagination a 
stranger to this novel scene in the heart of London might easily imagine himself at 
a railway station on the Russo-Polish frontier. But even South Africa has not the 
attraction for the alien Fast-Ender that it had in the days more immediately. fol- 
lowing the war... From then up to six months ago the boat trains from Waterloo 
would carry but a small percentage of English travellers—sometimes no more than 
twenty. There would be carriage after carriage packed with Jews—many who had 
succeeded well in London and others who had not. Well-established businesses even 
were disposed of in order to reach the new “promisad land.’ But the return of 
some of these early pioneers to their old haunts, where they are industriously com- 
mencing life over again, has cooled the ardour of many of their fellows. -“But our 
emigration clubs are doing very well,’ remarked one of the promoters ‘of these 
organisations. ‘' When the warm weather comes you will find as many , 
a few months ago.

Reported Conversion of Russian Christians 
to Judaism. | 


According to a London Press agency the war has intensified the religious 
ferment, which always exists among the Russian peasantry, to such a pitch 
that large numbers of Orthodox Christians are going over to Judaism. 
“ Zhidovuustchi,” or “ Jew-becomers,” as they are called, are appearing in 
large numbets in the Government of Astrakhan, and the Missionernge 
Obosreniye, an organ of the Holy Synod, publishes an astonishing accounts 
their doings. “ When they reject Christ, the apostates also repudiate 
Russian nationality,” says the Obosreniye, “and try even to unlearn 


the Jews, are divided into Talmudists and Karaites.” The Obosreniye 
denounces the renegades, saying, “Like the Jews, they hate Christ, 
Christianity,.and everything Christian. They call themselves ‘captives in 
Egypt.’ Russia they call ‘Assur’ (which read backwards makes ‘ Russa’), 
Babylon and Gog; and all that the prophets foretold about these lands and 
peoples they apply to their own country. The great dream of Judaised 
Russians is the Messiah or Tsar-Conqueror of the Jewish faith, who will 
defeat and plunder the heathen (that is, Christian) States, and found.a great 
capital in Palestine.” 


- The Jews in Russia. 


The Times of Wednesday printed the following from one of its Russian 
correspondents 


An official circular recently issued in Russia manifests a more lenient, disposition 
towards the Jews. It is a ** Confidential Circular ’’ issued from the Ministry of the 
Interior, Department of the Police, Sixth Section, on March 19, 1904. and numbered 


' 723. The cireular is addressed to the Governors of provinces and towns, and the 


chiefs of poli¢e, and says :— 

The measures that have been taken at diverse epochs by the Minister of the 
Interior for the purpose of expelling Jews from the localities which they inhabited, 
and which are outside the zone éstablithed for their residence, caused different local 
authorities to adopt various dispositions that were more or less rigorous. Their 
object. was to bring the Jews once more within this zone. The very numerous com- 
plaints sent by these expelled Jews to the Ministry, and also the information supplied 
in regard to this matter by the local authorities, all went to show that the measures 
taken by the Governors and the authorities under them to enforce the laws confining 
the Jews within: their residential districts sometimes entailed painful consequences 
to individuals; But it 1s evident that, in certain eases, it 1s necessary to end@gmour 
to discover the cause which led these Jews to live where they had no legal rg 
residence. The law on this head is so far recognised. as defective by the s@jfrior 
authorities that preparatory studies have been made with a view to revisif@the 
restrictive laws to which the Jewish population of the Empire is subjected. Thre lack 
of precision in these enactments gives rise to the most varied interpretations and this 
occurs even if the superior institutions of the State. It was, therefore, inevitable 
that the measures.taken in virtue of these laws by the swperior authorities, and more 
especially those taken by the inferior authorities, should be lacking tn that regularity 
and uniformity necessary to produce a fayourable effect. In these circumstances 
it would seem. searcely in harmony with the principles of justice to throw on the Jews 
all the responsibilfty for the consequences resulting from their illegal residence outside 
the zone where théy should be confined. This is especially the case at the present time, 
when the unhappy situation of the expelled Jews is aggravated by the military 
events occurring m the Far East events which have rendered mobilization necessary 
in certain military districts, and the calling up for active service of the reservists, 
among whom there are also members of families which have been expelled from 
their homes. In view of this state of affairs, and being anxious to remove all that, 
at the present difficult moment, might disturb the normal course of life in. the 
interior of the, Empire, and provoke, in a number of cases, discontent among the 
population, I consider it necessary to suspend, till peace is restored, the expulsion 
from their actual places of residence of those Jews whom the local authorities have 
reported as livmg legally in localities where they were formerly authorised to 
settle; but where this permission has subsequently been withdrawn the same leniency 


These are the considerations which I have 
the honour of Conveying to the knowledge of your Excellency so that vou may take 
suitable measures. ut I should add’ that the necessary condition for their applica- 
tion should be: thé receipt, from the administrative authorities concerned of an 
assurance that the Jew who it is proposéd should be allowed’ to remain in a 
locality where, according to the law, he should not reside is not doing anything likely 
to disturb public order, and that he does not provoke discontent among the surround- 


ing population, | 


The Berlin correspondent of the Standard telegraphed on the 17th the 
substance of the foregoing circular and adds : - : 


The Tageblat?, commenting on this Circular, explains to its readers that 
the laws re'ating to the domiciliary districts in which the Jews are permitted to 
reside have been disregarded by the authorities in the most arbitrary manner, and that 
during the present war cases have even occurred of members of Jewish families being 
calmly informed by the Municipal authorities that, although when the head of the family 
was present the family itself was allowed to reside in such and such a district, now that he 
had been called away to defend his country they were deprived of this domiciliary right ; 
that this injustice had raised, very naturally, a storm of indignation in all the most 
influential Jewish circles in Russia, and that, therefore, M. Plehve, in order to avoid 
during the war all unnecessary scandal, had issued this reseript. The Tagebdlart concludes 


and states that the Russian censors have forbidden two of the most important Russian 
newspapers to print articles on the Jewish question until after Easter. 


The New York correspondent of the Times telegraphed on Sunday :— 

The reports of another probable Kishineff massacre have led the President. savs 
Mr. Straus, late American Minister to Turkey, to bring the subject to the notice of 
the Russian Government. Representations have been made through the America 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg, and, in Washington, directly to Count Cassini, by 
the Secretary of State. ‘‘ Nobody can pretend,” observes the New York Times 
‘that such répresentations are superfluous when addressed to Russia.’’ Nor are 
precedents wanting.”

healthier and better neighbourhood, with new and modern habitations ° 

(9) How will it affect the goodwill of all enlightened people in all parts 
of the world, who looked upon this country as an example of freedom, 
progress and civilisation? Let us beware of such a degrading innovation 
which would mark the decadence of this great and noble country and break 
the tie of-our colonies, whose inhabitants consist largely of foreign immi- 
grants, who, appreciating the difference between English liberties and 
foreign oppression, form the most loyal subjects. j 

The reasons given for the Bill are identical with those urged in foreign | 
countries to justify their tyranny, and the working classes and the poor 
would be the principal sufferers. Although the Bill may not be so intended, 
it will inevitably lead to arbitrary injustice, corruption and iniquity. There 
was indeed a noble voice raised against it, and I think and hope that the high- 
minded spirit of freedom is not yet extinct in our houses of Parliament, but

THE ALIENS’ BILL AND ITS CONSEQUENCES, 


Sik,—May | venture to express, through the medium of your influential 
journal, an opinion formed by attentive and close personal observation in m 
travels and residence in the more or less civilised countries, of the political, 
commercial and moral progress during the last fifty years. Great Britain 
stands foremost in the estimation of the world, with its civilising influence, 
its free constitution, its civil and religious liberty, and its free Press, and 
was always regarded as an example to other nations.. Passports were 
abolished, to the great relief of all enlightened persons; the free and noble 
character of the people is reflected in the high and lofty spirit of the free 
Press. Now, the question arises: Are we going to reverse this high-minded, 
noble policy, and adopt a policy of restriction and retrogression ? Hall Caine 
says :— 

I see with deep regret the desire to put a check on the alien immigration into 
England. Time was when no restrictions were put upon those who fled from poverty and 
tyranny to the protection of our shores ; when no one asked if they were Germans or 
Italians, Russian or Pole, maimed or whole, sick or well, or what other countries were 
doing with their foreign exiles. In those days it was the glory of England that she was 
above ail other lands the land of liberty, the sanctuary of Kurope, the city of refuge for 
God’s refugees, and England had her reward. In doing what was right for the refugees 
she also did what was best for herself, and she became the most prosperous as well as the 
most beloved empire on the earth. (Giod forbid that at the call of a short-sighted com- 
mercialism, a bad political economy and a false national spirit, we should go back on the 
principles which have made England great end free. 

Now what would be the effect of this Aliens’ Bill, and how is it to be 

(1) Is the obnoxious passport system to be re-introduced which was 
proved not to prevent criminals from entering this country, because they 
always took care to be provided with passports, and we have laws to deal 
with them ? 

(2) Is every passenger, before landing, to be examined and delayed for 
hours to find out whether he is poor or rich, or afflicted with disease, or is 
only the poorly clad workman to be subjected to such annoyance and delay ? 

(3) How can you determine whether a person has no visible means of 
support, and is likely to become a charge on the public funds ? a 

(4) Would it not lead to bribery and corruption to escape such 
annoyances ? | 

(5) How would it affect the shipping interests? It reminds one of the 
time when in Naples and Civita Vecchia, passengers were kept waiting half- 
a-day before being allowed to disembark, and oflicials often kept them waiting 
a whole day. 

(6) Will it not retard or stop the progress and expansion of our Colonies, 
which are largely populated by thriving hard-working immigrants ? 

(7) Did not many of those so-called “ pauper aliens” become good and 
important subjects, occupying first-rate positions? 

(8) Is not the overcrowding in some districts a blessing in disguise, 


whose breasts are adorned with Russian decorations. 


underlining scores of times the old and, unfortunately for us, ever new blood 


, accusation. This copy of his paper made the round amongst the superstitious 


and ignorant populace of Kishineff and the result was soon apparent. On 
the 18th Mareh, one Ablamotchenko, residing in that bloodstained city, 
missed his two-year-old child, who was playing in the street. The mother 
at once declared that the infant had been stolen by the Jews as their 
Passover was approaching when, “according to Krushevan's paper,” they 
were in want of Christian blood. Accompanied by a large crowd of sympa- 
thisers, the woman went straight to the houses of Jews, who, terror- 
stricken, had already hidden themselves, and began to hammer at the 
doors, screaming: “Jews, give me back my child!” Soon after, her 
husband appeared on the scene, a powerful fellow, his eyes full of blood, 
shouting: “Stinking race! Blood-suckers! Return the child! .. . " 
The mob grew larger and larger, and one amongst them, evidently an 


agitator, appeared ready to pass from words to action. Fortunately, two 


Christian women, who found the missing child accidentally in another street, 
restored it to its parents. Nevertheless, the mob deelared Krushevan to be 
right in accusing the Jews of using Christian blood, and explained that this 
time “the Jews became alarmed and gave up the child.” This is how 
Krushevan influences the lower class Christians. 
I leave Kishineff to proceed to Odessa, a city where the Jews, 170,000 in 
number, form a third of the population. | 


170,000 Jews, at the very moment when I pen this letter, are in fear of — 


their lives on the eve of the Orthodox Easter Sunday. The Odessa Jews have 
learnt from experience, in 1829, 1859, 1871 and 1899, what that Easter Sunday 
means for them. But never before were they in greater fear than now. 
The premonition that there is “something” brewing, is the appearance recently 
of Krushevan’s paper, the Znamyz, which has hardly ever been sold there 
before. This paper has. lately been hawked by multitudes of boys. The 
ordinary newspaper vendors do not take up its sale; boys, however, not only 
endeavour to sell it, but even give it away. “Znamya! Znamya! an inter- 
esting article about the Jews!” They fill the air with their cries. 

At an open-air gathering an individual was heard saying to a large 
crowd :—‘* The Jews in America have collected money to build an ironclad, 
‘Kishineff, as a present to the Japanese. This man-of-war, as a revenge for 
the Kishineff pogrom, will fight against the Russian Fleet.” Christians 
employed by Jews are certain that their employers will get a thrashing at 
Easter. A working man who was asked to execute a job in a Jewish shop 
told the Christian employe there that he wondered why the expense was 
going to be incurwed. “It will be smashed up all. the same at Easter; an 
order has been received to beat the Jews.” | 

It is evident that the Odessa Jews have weighty reasons to fear for their 
lives. 

Some three weeks ago | foreshadowed the coming danger in my letter 
“The Latest Accusation.” I called on English representative Jews to hasten 
to prevent it if the Jews of St. Petersburg would not do so—those titled Jews. 
Il am pleased to learn 
that our Chief Rabbi, always on the alert and always in time, bestirred our 
Jewish representative bodies to act while there was time. I hope that the 
danger has been averted.

THE. ANTI-VIVISECTION HOSPITAL. 


Sirn,—As, in connection with the death of Miss Frances Power 
Cobbe, you have referred to my support of the movement for the 
abolition of vivisectional cruelties, and generally for a recognition of 
the right of the lower animals to better treatment, will you be so 
kind as to allow me-to appeal to your readers on behalf of the Anti- 
Vivisection Hospital? That institution, which has been in existence 
only a short time, and is situate at the south-west corner of Battersea Park, 
is in the vicinity of a teeming population, who already make use of its 
ministrations to the number, in the out-patients’ department, of about 
15,000 per annum. The staff of the hospital, both medical and administrative, 
is in its entirety opposed to vivisection. No experiments are tried on 
patients. In every way an endeavour is being made to maintain a place of 
healing for the sick poor in consonance with that wider sympathy which is 
to be valued at least as much as wider knowledge. | 

Is it too much to hope that some of our people who can afford liberally 
to do so will help in this endeavour? I am on the Board of Management of 
the Hospital, and shall be glad to receive subscriptions for it. Jews have 
been and are very prominent as vivisectionists. They have by no means 
gained in reputation thereby. Will a few try to show that they are not all 
on one side in this matter ? :

THE COMING SYNAGOGUE ELECTIONS. 
Sir,-—By this time the nomination papers of the constituent synagogues 


of the United Synagogue should be in the hands of the seatholders, and I 


lesire to draw attention to the subject of the election of the Honorary Officers 
of the synagogues. 

_ There can be little doubt but that the manner in which the Wardens and 
Financial Representatives of some synagogues remain in office for ten or even 
twenty years is a serious evil, and one that is at the root of the objeetion 
on the part of energetic young men to share the burdens of synagogue 
management. Excluding Lord Rothschild, who, as President of the United 
Synagogue, ought to be the permanent head of the Great Synagogue, there 
are far too many men now in office whom the careless apathy of the seat- 
holders allows to be elected time after time, until the post is looked upon by 
the holder as a life-long privilege. The need of the infusion of new blood 
into the management of our synagogues was never greater than at the pre- 
sent time. The recent War Office Report, with its clean sweep of all the old 
officials, should set the commanity, thinking whether it would not be healthier 
for the body politic, for those men who have held office more than five 
years to retire at the coming election voluntarily, as no one 
desires to hurt them by defeating’ them at the polls after the good 
work they have achieved for their congregations. They would thus allow 
others to take their place. The New West Eud Synagogue recently rejoiced 
at its twenty-fifth anniversary of vigorous existence, and it is certain that 
this activity of synagogue life was due ina large measure to the system of 
electing honorary officers that prevails there, namely, that each man holds office 
for three years only, during which period he becomes tirst Financial Repre- 
sentative and then Warden. I feel convinced that it would be a blessing for 
other congregations to imitate this excellent example and so arouse a con- 
tinued interest in the orderly conduct of synagogue affairs. |

THE LACK OF CANDIDATES FOR THE JEWISH MINISTRY. 

Sir,—In reply to “ N's" letter. in your issue of April Ist, under the above 
heading, and his question, permit me to submit the following: From 
personal experience of almost every congregation in the provinces of the 
United Kingdom, the reason is not far to scek. First, generally speaking, 
the salaries offered are not of a tempting nature ; second, the want of respect 
shown to the minister. 

“N” writes: “there seems no lack of public spirited willingness to 
occupy prominent honorary lay positions of influence and responsibility.” 
There is the crux of the whole question. A layman occupies a different 
position to that of the ordinary provincial minister, in that he has an 
independent mind, and is in a position to hold his own and assert his 
authority. The provincial minister dare not call his soul bis own, To assert 

zvhis» position would be considered impertinent, and make his situation 


euntenable. “N” suggests that the position of minister should appeal to men. 


of affluent parentage, and in the same breath, compares the position of 
minister to that of lawyer or doctor; either of these positions commend 
themselves to the self-respecting mind, but | would earnestly assert 
that few men of good parentage and breeding, and qualified by 
education, would willingly forego freedom of mind and action to take-up the 
very unenviable position of candidate for the ministry as it now exists, 

Take the salaries offered by the majority of congregations in the pro- 
vinces; the average is not £100 per year. Granted that there are a few 
positions ranking higher, but even then the salaries paid are utterly 
inadequate to the responsibility of the position when compared to the emolu- 
ments of other professions. I could mention more than one important com- 
munity offering £2 per week, and expecting to obtain a gentleman with 
English collegiate education for that sum; what wonder then that we find a 
dearth in young men qualifying for the higher calling. | 

“N” should not forget that the qualifications of the candidate for the 
Jewish ministry are quite equal to and as costly as in the case of the doctor 
or lawyer. 

The position of the Jewish minister should be made more tolerable and 
with adequate remuneration to enable the holder to maintain the position 
with dignity. Given these, 1 submit to “N” there would be no lack of 
candidates, and the tone of Judaism would be spiritually raised thereby.

ANGLO-JEWISH REMINISCENCES. ) 
Sir,—Under the heading of “ Anglo-Jewish Reminiscences” in your 
issue of the 11th March, I read a very interesting communication from the 
Rev. M. Joseph.

It was one of the 
younger daughters of the family, now living in Montreal, who informed 
her reverend nephew of the pleasant hours she had spent, as a young girl, 
at the old house in Bell Lane. A comparison of dates and ages will prove 
The Rev. Mr. Henry was at the Henry Street Synagogue, in New York, in 
1853, as he officiated at the marriage of the above mentioned lady there in

Sin,—I have come across a family of very poor Jews in the East End, 
and their ease is such a sad one that | feel that it has only to be known 
amongst the wealthier Jews for a helping hand to be given. 

lam not a Jewess myself, but | hope, nevertheless, you will be so kind as 
to publish my letter for the sake of these poor people. They are Germans, 
but have been in England about twenty years. They have five children. 
The father earns a most precarious living as a machinist (tailor’s); he is a 
Hebrew reader at some small Chevra near by, and they are most respectable 
people, far above their surroundings which are very poor. I have an 
immense respect for this man, for, at the risk of losing actual food, he refuses 
to work on the Sabbath. 

I call the living he makes precarious, for, in summer, when circum- 
stances are always better, he may earn £1 a week; at other times his 
earnings perhaps dwindle down to 2s. 6d.a week, and often to nothing. 
The eldest daughter is a good, respectable girl, and used to earn 3s. a 
week ; now she has lost that, and through no fault of her own. The other 
children are too young to work. 

Would it not be possible for some business man with a soft heart for his 
own people to give this man work and ensure him not less than 30s. a week 
always ?

Major Evans-Gordon returns to the fray with an immigration article, 
under the above heading, in the current number of the Monthly Review. The 
race, he argues, is becoming more and more replenished from the lower ranks 
owing tothe sterility of its advanced types. “It results from this that there 
can be no more serious problem before the State than that of providing healthy 
housing accommodation in which the children of the workers in cities may 
grow up.” There follows the old argument that this problem is rendered 
immeasurably more difficult owing to the adveat of the aliens. Like all 
opponents of immigration, he does not mention the probability that this 
overcrowding would have been been brought about in an = equally 
acute form by certain well-known conditions even if the aliens 
had never anchored themselves in East London. There is not the 
least reason to assume that Stepney would have escaped the 
evil which has arisen in other districts. Bat there is every ground for 
assuming that its peculiar circumstances would have gone a long way to 
aggravate the evil. If the district were rid of its alien population. there 
would be no guarantee that the present situation would not soon reproduce 


itself, for it is only the business activity of the foreign population that has . 


checked the almost complete disappearance of the dwelling house before the 
advance of the factory and the warehouse. The burden of Major 
Gordon's article is that the enforcement of the sanitary law is no remedy 
for the situation created by the alien incursion. The situation he refers to 
is “the alienation of areas from which the native population is entirely 
evicted and which become exclusively Jewish quarters.’ The sanitary law 
may provide well enough for overcrowding proper; but it is not adapted, he 


argues, to this systematic alienation of English districts. The two things are 


quite different. 


Anybody who supposes that. because the process by which aliens possess themselves 
of a street or a district and the sporadic over-pressure on dwelling-space among our 


Own poor pass under the same name, they are the same thing, falls into the error which © 


text-books of logic call the fallacy of ambiguity.’’> The two kinds of overcrowding 
represent quite different causes and objects. The outward symptom of the two social 
maladies is similar, but the diseases are distinct, and the remedy which 1s efficacious im 
the one case is not so in the other. ‘ 

It is obvious that this capitalised, methodical overcrowding by which the native 
inhabitants are expropriated from a constantly spreading area differs essentially’ from 
the haphazard, unorganised overcrowding among our own people, here in a street, 
there in a court. In the former case we have to combat an interest anxiously sup- 
ported alike by its beneficiaries and its victims; in the latter we have to deal with 
individuals who have no regular or lasting combination and for the most part no 
combination at all. The administrative powers which are effective in the one case may 
and do fail in the other. 

One cannot admit that “ the diseases are distinct,” seeing that they result 
from the same desire the desire for acecommodation- and from the same 
cause (the insufficiency of house-foom). Major Gordon, however, persists in 
differentiating one from the other. What he demands is that “this system 
of alienation and substitution” should be declared “illegal in) principle” 


without regard to the overcrowding that is supposed to accompany it, and that 


it should be rendered impossible by means of the “ prohibited area” sugges- 
tion. If we understand him aright, what he is incensed against in the first 
place is the creation of foreign quarters at the expense of the native 
residents. 

But, assuming that the natives would not have had to go even in the 
absence of an alien incursion, and leaving out of account the faet that most 
big cities have alien quarters, in many of which Englishmen are prominent, 
one may ask why the enforcement of the sanitary law should not be 
effective in checking the “alienation” system. Major: Gordon men- 
tions three causes as those enabling the alientoexpropriate the native. One 
of these--their lower standard of living-~—is of little account, and is, indeed, 
in conflict with the elementary facts. The chief causes, as insisted on over 
and over again by the,anti-alien witnesses at the Commission, are, in Major 
Gordon’s words, the willingness of the aliens to overcrowd to an extent 
which our own poor will not tolerate, and the extensive purchase of house 
property for the very purpose of making money by permitting overcrowding. 
If this be so, then to the ordinary intelligence it would seem that the 
rigorous prevention of overcrowding would remove the chief weapon by 
which the expropriation or alienation of the natives is brought about. 

Major Gordon denies, however, that it is within the power of the law 
to check this overcrowding. He quotes the evidence of several witnesses 
before the Alien Commission to prove that the delay involved by procedure 
under the Public Health Act would render the law an ineffective weapon in 
the hands of the sanitary authorities. But if that be the case, the remedy, 
surely, lies in strengthening the Act, not in giving it up as hopeless. 

_The Major also mentions the procedure under the bye-laws which must 


be made under section 94 of this Act. The power of the bye-laws, he reminds 


us, has been seriously impaired under the decision given in the case of 
Weatherill v. Cantlay. But here, again, the remedy is simple ves ag A 
one-clause Bill would be sufficient for the purpose. The Major denies that 
the local authorities are inaetive. ..™ 

But in this he is in conflict with several of the chief witnesses before the 
Commission. He goes on to argue that even if the difficulties and weaknesses 
now inherent in the present law were swept away, the trickery of the 
East Enders would be consummate enough to defeat the operation of the law. 
He quotes, in support, the evidence of Mr. Evans as to the manner in which 
the Factory Act is evaded. But the fact that this evasion is practised does 


not prevent the authorities from enforcing the Act. As Major Gordon says 


further on of the difficulties in the way of the prohibited area suggestion, 
“There is adulteration of food in spite of the Adulteration Acts. But that is 
not a good ground for repealing those acts in despair.” 

At the end of his article, Major Gordon writes what cannot but be 


regarded as a burlesque of the arguments used by the opponents of 
Restriction. 


Such arguments as the following are constantly put forward with the utmost 
assurance: ‘* Unless you can prove that these people are rogues, that their moral 
character is bad, you cannot even claim a right to refuse admission to a single one. 
Their advent may be detrimental to the interests of your own people, that is not the 
point. We establish the fact that on the whole they are a reputable body of immi- 

rants, and you mwsé-receive them and put up with the consequences,’’ Lately the 
mmigration Committee of the Jewish Board of Deputies even congratulated its 
oreligionists on the fact that they did not bring into the country their “ fair proportion 


crime, as compared with other foreigners.’ 

Let us examine. this specious contention, If a man opens his door to give refuge 
to some oné who is- unfortunate and whom he pities, does that give every wanderer 
the a to enter his hovise as if it were an inn? Can every person, when he has 
once shown compassion to a stranger, come to his door and say: ‘‘ My presence may 
be inconvenient to you, it may even be seriously harmful to your children. But you 
canpot prove Iam a rogue. There is nothing against my moral character. So stand 
aside, pléase, and let me pass.”’ Is that what hospitality given as an act of grace 
involves? If you once bestow it can all the vagrants in the world claim it of vou 
thereafter as their right? — : 


We have never heard of such an argument being used. It is true that 


‘the character of the Jewish aliens has been defended. But that. was only 


because their supposed criminality, pauperism, ete., were adduced as grounds 


of exclusion. The Restrictionists described these aliens as worthless and 
dangerous, and, therefore, unworthy of admission. Their opponents have 
sought to prove that they are, in the great bulk, good and useful (as Mr. 
Akers-Douglas admits) and, consequently, worthy of admission. — There 1S 
nothing in this to warrant the extraordinary parody which Major Gordon 
produces. 


Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables. 


The annual report, just issued, records an eventful year's work. It says 
that the Statement of Income for the year presents some satisfactory 
features. The legacies have enabled the Board to increase the funded pro- 
perty, which stands at an unduly low level. As a result of the 
response to a special appeal, suflicient funds were received to 
enable the Board to repay Mr. Isaae Davis, their colleague, the 
loan of £2,500 he advanced. Towards this repayment Mr. Davis, in 
addition to his already liberal benefactions, contributed £1,000. The 
Board expresses its indebtedness to Mr. Davis for his. assistance. 
Special attention is directed to the smallness of the income ; unless a marked 
increase is forthcoming in the only reliable source of income—annual sub- 
scriptions —appeals for aid must be more frequent. The Board ‘asks for the 
active co-operation of the present subscribers in securing fresh support. 
There has been a marked falling-off in the weekly contributions, but that 1s 
attributed in a great measure to the loss sustained by the death of Mr. 8, 
Heertje, the devoted collector (for thirteen years) of the Institution. The 


‘Board acknowledge with gratitude the splendid’ support received from the Kast 


London Aid Society, which contributed during the past year £500, or nearly 
one-third of the entire ordinary income. That excellent result 
is largely due to the imereased energy of Messrs. Albert L. 
London, E. H. Levi and Lewis Schneiders, the Hon. Secretary, President 
and Treasurer respectively of the Branch. The annual demonstration 
of the Trades Unions of London again realised over £60. The average 
number of patients during the year has been increased from fifty-one to 
lifty-eight. Lack of funds precludes the admission of many of the urgent 
eases which are constantly applying. The members of the Ladies’ 
Committee supervise the domestic arrangements with their usual ability and 
eare. The Board thanks Miss Magnus, who, assisted by Miss Schloss, 
some time ago introduced the practical work of the Brabazon Society Into 
the Institution. These ladies spend several hours weekly in teaching 
those inmates who are able to learn basket-making, embroidery, ete. 
The Board thanks. the Jewish clergy for their visits to the Home, 
and for .pleading the cause of the charity on all suitable occasions. 
The untiring energy evinced by the zealous Secretary, Mr. L. J. Salomons, 
in the discharge of his duties, and the endeavours made by Miss Frances 
Cohen, the able Matron, with the nursing staff of the institution, to soothe, as 


far as possible, the sufferings of those under their care, merit the expression 


of the Board’s appreciation. 


A concert was given on Sunday last by the Beauvoir Operatic and Dramatic Club. 
The artists were the Misses Dora Bloch. Maud Collins. Kitty Hart. Handel Rosalka, 
Mrs. Beatrice Wright, Messrs. Mike Ailion, J. Avner, Wilfred Bently, Henry Lesser, 
H. H. Maxwell and Sidney J. Soman. The farce, °° My Turn Next.” was capably 
performed by the members of the company. In response to a vote of thanks to the 
artists, proposed by Mr. Albert I. Myers, who presided, Mr. John Cohen, the President 
of the Club, expressed the pleasure it had afforded him and his friends to visit. that 
splendid Institution. Refreshments were provided by the members of the Club. On 
Tuesday last the patients were regaled with a poultry dinner given by Mrs. F. Mendl 
in honour of her son’s marriage with Miss Raphael. 


Notes from Berlin.

The Congress of the German Turner Verein has, by an overwhelming 
majority, rejected the so-called “ Aryan Paragraph,” by which a section of 
Austrian anti-Semites endeavoured to exclude Jews from membership. The 
enlightened action of the Congress and the manly and enthusiastically- 
applauded speeches of the leaders who recommended this action, have caused 
the liveliest satisfaction everywhere, except, of course, in anti-Semitic 
quarters. The President of the Congress, Dr. Goetz, of Leipzig, strongly 
deprecated the introduction of racial and confessional prejudices and 
animosities. Those Austrians, he said, who desired to indulge in such 
anachronistic follies could find plenty to do in Bohemia, but they could not 
be permitted to curtail the rights of other Austrians who better understood 
the spirit of the German Turnverein. Not rank, position or creed were the 
determining factors of membership of that association. Professor Partsch, 
of Breslau, endorsed to the fullest extent the views of the President. Pro- 
fessor Gatt, of Prague. could not permit any doubt to be cast on the histori- 
cally-established fact. that the Jews of Austria had always been loyal and 
patriotic, and firm adherents of German culture. That the Kreuz Zeitung 
deprecates, and that the Staatsbuerger Zeitung rails at both the speeches and 
the action of the Congress, is intelligible and—satisfactory. 

Dr. Isidore Levy, editor of the Vossische Zeitung, was last night enter- 
tained at a public banquet. There is, happily, no lack in Germany of 
Jewish journalists of talent and reputation, but of special signifteance is the 
fact that in anti-Jewish days a Jew gained the leading position on the leading 
journal in the German Capital, and holds it to the most entire satisfaction of 
readers, staff, and proprietor. Dr. Levy commenced his journalistic career just 
thirty years ago, and his numerous admirers, his colleagues on the paper, and 
artists, authors, politicians and civie dignitaries determined to commemorate 
the event. A most influential committee took the matter in hand,and a gathering 


was the result which will long be remembered by those who were privileged to 


assist. The principal speakers were: Burgomaster Reicke, Justizrat Cassel 
and Assessor Willie Kroner, son of the well-known rabbi and scholar, Dr. 
Philipp Kroner, all of whom did full justice to the merits, the high principles 
and great genius of the guest of the evening. The fact was reverted to that 
his impetuous championship of political freedom in times of storm and stress 
had entailed on Dr. Levy some fears of exile. I can add, from personal 


knowledge, that it was solely through the strenuous efforts of his brother-in- 


law, Herr M. A. Klausner, that he was permitted to return to Berlin. 

Herr Louis Hirsch, senior partner of the well-known Telegraphische 
Intelligenz Bureau, and proprietor of the Boersenhalle, a financial paper of 
considerable repute, has received cordial congratulations from all parts of 
the world on his seventy-fifth birthday, and is the subject of highly eulogistic 
notices in the Press. By intelligence, perseverence and enterprise, the 
veteran has succeeded in raising an originally very small concern to its 
present position of world-wide importance. |

“RIZPAH,” 

Jacob was dead—her kinsman, Jacob Enzelius, was dead. Standing 
by the window with the letter that had announced the fact crumpled up in 
her hand, the little old woman repeated over and over again to herself the 
incredible words as though they were a lesson she was trying to get by 
heart. Outside, in the small garden, the sun shone and the birds flew in 
and out the lilac bush, now in full bloom. The last time he had come to 
see her—it was many weeks since now, but she troubled herself little about 
the rarity of his actual visits, so wrapt up was she in the thought of him— 
he had stood on the spot where a sparrow had now alighted, swinging his 
gold-headed cane, and chaffing and laughing at her in a way that her soul 
loved. To her he typified all the splendour and strength of manhood, all 
the tenderness of a providence that foresees needs and ministers to them, all 
the wonder of a race whose unconquerable tenacity wrings from a grudging 
world its best prizes. Each was all that the other had left of kin in a 


country only half their own, and she gloried in the thought, striving always _ 


to’ efface from her consciousness the hated new tie that had alienated him 
Yes, that marriage of his had been the trouble, the 
cloud that had once threatened to obscure all her joy in the thought of 
him. It was not so much that her religious susceptibilities were hurt— 
in spite of her habits of ceremonialism she was scarcely more richly 
endowed in spiritual sense than he—but race-prejudice had taken deep and 


- bitter root in her being; this act of his she felt to be a going over to the 


enemy; and her soul had been wrung with anger and grief. Later, she had 
learnt, in a measure, to adjust herself to his point of view; had accepted his 
explanation of expediency, necessity, and had clung to the belief that he 
was a Jew at heart. Of late his visits to her had somehow been timed to 
fall on the great holidavs of the Jewish year. though on each oceasion he 
feigned surprise when this was pointed out. Thev would sit down together 
to a meal, the planning of which had disturbed more than one night of 
her rest, and the gusto with which he attacked the dish appropriate to 
the particular festival still further reassured and comforted her. Indeed, 
for him, scarcely less than for her, these feasts held a charm. Here he 
found a vent for his irrepressible, pent-up Judaistn. His talk overflowed 
with Jewish phrase and anecdote--with reminiscence of a childhood passed 
in the shadow of the ghetto. “ But they are a queer lot your Jews,” he 
said once, rising to take leave after much of this talk. ‘“ Men fight shy of 
them in spite of all the sentimental humbug. If you want to climb the 
ladder you must cast off the gaberdine once and for ever, the skirts would 
always get in your way.” “Jacob! It’s your father’s, your mother’s people 
that you are seorning!” she remonstrated, the tears standing in her eyes. 
“But what does it matter? T know that vour heart and your lips speak 
not alike. When T am dead, Jacob, you will see me put to rest among my 
people—and when the time comes for you to follow,” she added falter- 
ingly, lifting her hands with an imploring gesture, “Jacob, you will lie 
there, too? 

He had changed colour at her words. . 

“Death and lfe are different things.” he had rephed enigmatieally, 
“when it comes to cutting your old friends through eternity eo, 
Take comfort, Cousin Rachel, it shall be as we both would have it, though 
you won't be there to see.” And she had drawn comfort from the impled 
promise of his words, dwelling on them till the thought of death in con- 
nection with him was robbed of half its sting But its occurrence as an 
actual fact’ stunned her, took her breath away. It seemed a thing ineon- 
ceivable that the world that had come to an end for him should still go 
on for her; that she should stand there taking her regular breaths, her 
senses all in good working order, while he, the strong, lay somewhere prone 
in a darkened room, motionless, blind and deaf to the sights and sounds 
of Spring. Her little parlour seemed full of lis presence. There was the 
couch on which he was wont to sprawl, smoking the cigar whose fumes 
were incense to cher nostrils.) There were the  kniek-knacks he 
had brought her after visits abroad, the tov gondola, — the 
embroidery from Algiers, the bit of Indian carving. That visit to India 
had seemed to her a period of interminable waiting and anxiety. Her 
dreams had been haunted by visions of shipwreck, of fever. He had 


returned, after many delays, embrowned and overflowing with the delight - 


of foreign travel, to laugh at the tale of her fears. But from this last 
journey he never would return. Never again would there come out. of the 
double knocks that sef the little house ashake, and her heart beating with 
the joy of his coming. Never again At first, the strangeness 
accompanying the notion of his death brought with it a sort of excitement 
that kept heavy grief at bay. Now her sorrow came full upon her, crushing, 
overwhelming her with the sense that for her all the light and the laughter 
had gone out of the world. She let herself fall on to a seat, and began 
rocking herself to and fro, holding her elbows, while the tears fell from 
between her closed eye-lids. Visions and memories came trooping, crowd- 
ing: how that it was her arms which had first held him—her fingers that 
had toiled at the little gala suit in which he had been decked to recite the 
Manishtaunah at the old grandfather’s Seder.

It was 
all over now, the hideous Gentile episode—henceforth he belonged to 
Judaism and to her. She almost laughed picturing that proud woman’s 
dismay when she should discover what a poor victory she had gained, she 
and her Christianity. Doubtless, she had believed him entirely cut adrift 
vm the old moorings, as eager himself as she was for him to be rid for ever 


of all trace of the despised race from which he sprang. But, in Death he 


had mocked her, who had thought to uproot the unuprootable, change the 
spots of the leopard. 

Cousin Rachel did not herself know whether the fact that she had never 
since his marriage set eyes on the house of Jacob Enzelius, nor on any 
member of his household, was the outcome of his feelings in the matter, or 
of her own. She was not even acquainted with the quarter of the town 
where all her interest in life was centred, and it was only after much 
puzzling over maps that she was able to plan out the fittest means of con- 
veying herself thither.

Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter. 


The Committee of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter have issued the 
Eighteenth Annual Report, of which the following is an abstract: 


The work carried on during the twelve months ending October 31st, 1903, was 


most efficiently performed. The Committee. however, fecl constrained again to 
draw attention to the difficulties they labour under in consequence of the madequate 
accommodation at their disposal. The work of the Institution falls under two mai 
heads, In the first instanee, the officials of the Shelter await the arrival of all 
immigrant-bearing ships, and protect’the immigrants from being robbed by the crimps 
and sharks who infest the riverside. Secunia, the Shelter provides a temporary 
home for transmigrants to other countries while waiting for their ships to sail, and 
to immigrants—it by no means follows that these are paupérs- who have no friends 
here, while making their arratgements for the future. 

During the year 534 boats contaming 15,462 immigrants were met at the docks, 
as compared with 546. boats containing 26,796 in the preceding year. Without dis 
tinction of race or creed, help and advion was offered to all who needed tt; those 
coming with addresses to persons resident here were taken to them. The resources 
of the immigrants are carefully husbanded, and they thus haye a better opportunity 
when starting their new career. The number of persons who were temporarily. housed 
shows a very large increase, being 4,492 as compared with 2,270 in 1902 and 2,550 1m 
1901. The increase is almost entirely attributable to the Proclamation of Peace in 
South Africa. On the outbreak of the war, many Poles, Russians, and other 
Europeans left Africa for their native homes, and on the cessation of hostilities they 
returned, benefiting the shipping trade of this country by travelling in British ships, 

The number of Christian inmates, mostly Russian Protestants (Stundists), was 
unusually large. As stated in preyious reports, the Shelter makes no distinetion on 
the grounds of race or religion. . 

The tables appended to the Report. afford valuable information on pomits con 
nected with the question of Alien Immigration, Of the 4,492 inmates who used th 
Shelter during the vear, 3.594 went to South Africa, 54 to the Uiited States, 5 to 


their native home and other countries, and the destination of only 639 is given as 
“not specified. While, then, the namber of inmates increased from: 2,270 in 1962 
to 4,492 in 1903, 1.¢., 98 per cent.. the number of those whose destination is given 


as not specified decreased from 1,293 to 839, or bv 33 Der Cent, In the year under 
725 per cent. under thirty; only 10 per cent. 
were over forty. Dealing now in greater detail with the figures. 1.090 or 37°5 per 
cent. were under twenty vears of age; 1,506 or 35 per cent. between twenty and 
thirty: 788 or 17°5 per cent. between thirty and forty: 319 or 7 Der Cent, between forty 
and fifty. and only 129 or 3 per cent. were fifty and over, ‘The latter were almost 
entirely composed of aged persons, whose children had prospered in their new homes 
and who had now been sent for to spend their declining years in ease and contentment 
in the socetv of their children. The overwhelming bulk of the immigrants are 
persons who have not reached the prime of life, so strong and healthy. that. despite 
the fact. they are in the midst of an arduous journey when the Shelter deals with 
them, there was no case of sickness in the Institution during the year. 1.513 out of 
the 4.492 immigrants are described in the tables as “‘ without a calling.’’ 1,242 of 
these, however, were women. and children under sixteen years of aye. 
for which the various inmates remained in the Shelter again supplies proof that the 
Institution does not serve (as was at first alleged) as an attractive foree to alien 
immigrants. Fourteen days isthe maximum period they are allowed to reside in 
the Shelter without the express sanction of the Committee. 245 per cent. stayed only 
two days or under; 48°5 per cent. four days or under; 81 per cent. a week or under: 
only 5 per cent. stayed the full time or exceeded it. No precise informatiop is available 
Excluding a very small minority, 
they all paid from their ‘own resources not. merely passage money to various parts of 
the world, but also for food and lodging while under the control of the Shelter. The 
Shelter is now almost entirely a self-supporting institution, but the Committee desire 
that no portion of the purely administrative cost of the work should fall on the 
immigrants. Accordingly they regret to see a further decrease in subscriptions from 
£153 10s. in 1902 to £135 14s. ld. in 1903, also a decline in donations from £60 to 
£41 4s. 6d. Over £526 were spent during the present year (compared with £116 in 
the previous vear) on lodging immigrants out of doors. Apart from the additional and 
unnecessary expenditure thereby entailed, the accommodation of immigrants outside 
the walls of the Institution deprives the Committee of that control which. in the 
interests of the newcomers themselves, no Jess than in the interests of the general 
community as a whole, it is desirable they should exercise over them. Sanitarv. as 
well as other considerations, render the building of new premises (for which a 
suitable site has already been acquired) a matter of supreme 
importance, The Committee earnestly hope that the community will, without 
delay, supply them with the means necessary for the accomplishment of their desires. 
and thus in a practical: way show their appreciation of an Institution which usuallv 
makes but little claim on its generosity, but which yet, quietly and unostentatiously, 
performs work which has won the cordial avoroval of a Roval Commission.

The English paper Al-Moghreb Al-Aksa,-in an article “ Jew-baiting in 
effigy,” says :— | 

Gangs of European boys parading the strects of Tangier, dragging, beating and 
burning dummy figures of Jews, is the annual and sorry spectacle which Christians 
offer to the people of this country. We haye repeatedly drawn attention to the 
subject as one which does little credit to those whose duty, moral at least, it is to 
stop once for all scenes which but reflect on themselves. ‘That ignorant boys should — 
fail to understand the teaching of Christ is, perhaps, to be explained; not so, how- 
ever, with those who are the guardians of public order and deceney, and who should 
realize that, in tolerating the scenes referred to, they are violating the rules which, 
specially in this mixed community, should be their guide. What, we would ask, can 
be the effect on the native mind, in witnessing that which is so opposed to what 
they are told is the teaching and practice of Christianity’ What, too, of the insult 
offered to the members of the Hebrew community, who, however much they may 
close their eyes to what is passing, cannot but feel the injury that is done to them? 
Mave Christians forgotten that Christ was a Jew, and anti-Semitism in any form 
but a proof of ignorance of biblical prophecy? We trust that we may not again have 
to denounce acts which are scandalous and worthy only of the happiest times of the 
Inquisition. What if the Moors performed such acts’?

Mr. Cohen’s statements re the boarding 
of immigrant vessels by Jewish representatives are also devoid of sub- 
stance, inasmuch as the Rev. A. Levy has unrestricted access to every 
ship of that class arriving at the Port of Natal, and Mr. Shlom. of Durban, is 
always ready to attend whenever his assistance is rejuired. No objection 
has been raised by the landing officer to either of these two gentlemen being 
present. That Mr. Wartski no longer finds it couvenent to put in 
appearance is due to circumstances which need wet be entered into on 
this occasion.

The following communication from Pretoria appeared in the Star of the 
19th of Mareh:— 

Arising out of the steps which have been recently taken by the Town Council 
for the better settlement of poor whites. of whom there are many families living in 
tents, within the confines of the town, an interesting offer was made at the meeting 
of the Couneil by Councillor Johnston, on behalf of Mr. S. Marks. Councillor John- 
ston said Mr. Marks was prepared to grant for the settlement of the poor whites of 
Pretoria or of the district of Pretoria, from ten to thirty thousand acres of land, good 
farming land with water, in the districts of Rustenburg, Marico, and Malmani, on 
condition that the Government would provide the necessary animals and implements 
for the cultivation of the land. For the first vear, Mr. Marks was prepared to give 
the land free of all charges, but for the following vears the conditions were :-- For 
the second year, Mr. Marks to receive one-quarter of the CTOps ; and for the third 
and fourth. and fifth vears, Mr. Marks TO receive one-fifth of the crops raised. If. 
at the end of that or any period. either the settlers or the Government desired to 
purchase, Mr. Marks was ready to sell, he reserving all minerals. Councillor Loveday 
suggested that the proposal should be forwarded to the Government, with a strong 
recommendation from the Couneil supporting it. The Mayor said he expected ‘to see 
the Attorney-General. and the Resident Magistrate on the” question of poor whites, 
and he would bring forward to their notice Mr. Marks’s offer.

| BLOEMFONTEIN. 

The Pelican of March 19th contained a sketch of the exterior and 
interior of the new synagogue, and portraits of Mr. W. Ehrlich, the 
President, and Mr. B. Levy, the founder and for eight vears President of the 
congregation. The synagogue was consecrated,on March 20th, and is the 
first new synagogue built in the Orange River Colony. His Excellency the 
Acting Lieutenant-Governor, who was accompanied by Major Smyth and 
Mr. Max Langermann, attended the ceremony, as did Lord Basil Blackwood, 
Mr. A. Brown, Chief Justice Maasdorp, Mr. J. G. Fraser, M.0L.C.,. Mr. d. A. 
Ashburnham, the Mayor and Councillors, Mr. W. Fitzgerald, Mr. W. H. 
Barrett, Major Gray and other citizens. 

Mr. E. R. Mosks, on behalf of the Committees, presented a key to the 
President. Mr. EHRLICH gave an address, congratulating the congregation 


on the achievement of a great work. He thanked the members for the. 


beautiful key, and the Acting Lieutenant-Governor for the  assis- 
tance he had given in furthering the work, first by having 
foundation stone, and again by honouring them with his presence that 
afternoon. Thanks were also due to the Government for making an annual 
grant to the congregation, and to the Town Council for having granted a site 
for the building. He impressed upon the congregation the fact that although 
they had accomplished a great task, still a great deal required to be done 
to perfect the inner organisation of their congregational work. Foremost in 
this connection was the establishment of a sehool. There was also a heavy 
debt resting on the synagogue, and they must exert themselves to work it off. 

Miss Leviseur then sang “ Rejoice greatly, O Daughter of Zion,” after 
which the Rev. Dr. HERTZ offered a prayer for the Royal Family. The Rev. 
LL. M. Cohen read the Mincha Prayer. Dr. Hertz delivered a sermon, in the 
course of which he said : - 

The Jews’ idea of God as a Spiritual Being without any mythological admixtures 
was going to be that of the thinkers, and: the poets, and the scientists and the most 
modern men of this modern generation. Hf Israelites were God's witnesses why did 
they not testify—why did they not send forth missionaries’ But until recently im 
European countries this was a capital offence. Even today, in the vear 1904, an 
attempt to testify and proselytise in Russia was an offence which was Sibertanised. 
Besides, Judaism did not believe in noisy propaganda nor meddling with savages 
and imposing upon them beliefs which were merely words to them: nor. did Judaism 
believe in the Austrian practice of kidnapping children, shutting them up in monas 
teries, and bringing them up in a faith which their parents abhorred. Judaism taught 
each soul to lead the life which would provoke imitation.

- An International Organisation of Jews. 


The Rey. Isidore Harris appeals to the Jews of America, in the columns 
of the New Era Illustrated Magazine, to combine with their coreligionists in 
England in ereating an International Organisation for the defence of all 
persecuted Jews. He makes his appeal, in the first instance, to America, 
where he finds that the idea of such co-operation has already been broached 
by Dr. Fluegel, of Baltimore, and Dr. Singer, of New York. An American 
journal had printed Dr. Fluegel's proposition side by side with Mr. Harris's 
Yom Kippur sermon on the same subject. Dr. Fluegel suggested “ that a 
small committee of representative Jews, delegated from prominent Jewish 
centres in all parts of the world, should periodically meet in some leading 
capitals of Europe, discuss Jewish political interests, grievances and measures 
of practical import, especially their just claims as Western citizens, the pro- 
tection Europe owes them against violence and anti-Semitism, and bring such 
claims and complaints before the councils and governments of the Western 
world.” 

Mr. Harris is in closer agreement with this opinion than with that of Dr. 
Singer, who, in the columns of this journal, has put forward the proposal that 
100,000 well-to-do Jewish families should tax their surplus incomes to the 
extent of 2 per cent. in order to remove Russia's five million Jews to America 
and Greater Britain. This sueeestion, says Mr. Harris, 


is based upon the hypothesis that so far as Russia itself is concerned, the Jewish Ques- 
tion is hopeless. It assumes that nothing short of a revolution—the revolution that we all 
ardently pray for, but which may never come to pass—-will induce the Russian Govern- 
ment to treat its Jewish subjects as human beings. As against this opinion, I agree with 
Dr. Fluegel that, while no efforts must be relaxed to remove as many Jews as possible 
from Eastern Europe to other countries, their position in those countries must not be 
given up as hopeless. Vhold that a united Jewry might compel even Russia i 
the voice of humanitarian counsels, why not? Powerful as Russia is, she can afford to 
defy the world. She dare not disregard the remonstrances of two or three united and 
determined Powers. Actually the resolute action of the American people has brought 
the Colossus of the North to a measure of reason, and forced it to reconsider its attitude 
to the Jews. It will hardly admit of doubt that but for the position taken up by President 
Roosevelt's Government, backed as it was by the mighty voice of the American Press, 
there would have been a renewed outbreak agnimst the Jews of Kishineff during the 
Christmas festivities. . But’ mention must also be made of the vigorous steps 
taken in England by the Joint: Committee of the Jewish Board of Deputies and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, who, through Lord Rothschild, brought the danger of the Kishineff 
Jews to the notice of Lord Lansdowne, England's Foreign Secretary. . . . We see, 
then, the Jews of America bringing pressiire to bear upon their Government, and possibly 
stirring up the American Press to avert a threatened massacre of their coreligionists, and 
somewhat similar steps directed by the Jews of England to the same object. My conten- 
tion is that the time has come to co-ordinate such efforts. All the important dewish 
organisations of all the countries in. the world in which Jews are free to assert them- 
selves should be linked together ina series of continuous efforts to emancipate their 
fellow-Jews. Jewry is weak at the present moment because it is not organised. There 
is little or no co-operation between the Jews of one country and those of another. If the 
emancipated Jews of the world once resolved to combine for the protection of their 
coreligionists from persecution, they could settle the Jewish Question. The mere 
knowledge of such a combination would make backward governments pause before they 
trampled on Jewish rights. The need of the hour isa representative body entitled to 
speak in the name ofall Israel, with the courage and power to ventilate Jewish grievances 
and bring them before the international bar of public opinion. 


Mr. Harris shows that the Zionist Congress eould not be utilised for 
such a purpose, inasmuch as “it is very far from representing the consensus 
of Jewish opinion ” 7 


What is needed is a platform that will unite Jews in one common effort for their 
persecuted coreligionists —non-Zionists as well as Zionists, those who aim at national 
regeneration and those whe do not, 


He suggests the formation of a central board, consisting of delegates 
from the Freneh Allianee, the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Austrian Allianz, 
the German Hilfsverein, the American Board of Delegates on Civil and 
Religious Rights, the Zionist Body and the Jewish Colonisation Association ; 
its headquarters to be in one of the great capitals of the world—London, 
New York or Paris. Other important bodies, like the American B'nai B'rith, 
could be alliliated by degrees. There would thus, he says, . 

be accumulated the elements of a great International Conference which should meet 
from time to time in Europe or America to consider the Jewish question in all its bear- 
ings, and to decide upon the measures to be adopted for the. defence of persecuted 
Israel. The Conference would have to consider how the question could be most 
whether through the medium of the 


press or through public meetings, or through the instrumentality of Parliaments, or by 
deputations to the various Governments. 


Referring to Mr. Arnold White's proposal of an International Conference 
of the Powers to settle the Jewish Question, set forth in a recent number of 
the North American Review, Mr. Harris writes as follows :— 


Under any circumstances, an international conference of the Powers is only likely to 
be brought about by an international conference of Jews. It is for the Jews of the 
world to show that the Jewish Question is a world-problem and insoluble by any single 
nation. Besides, we cannot leave the Jewish Question to be settled for us by the Arnold 
Whites. If the Powers are to meet for its discussion, Jews will have something to say. 
But how can they make their voice heard unless they have themselves previously met to 
formulate their demands ? 


Finally, he suggests that America should take the lead, through its Board 
of Delegates on Civil and Religious Rights, in any co-operation that may be 
brought about. He makes this suggestion for three reasons : . 


1, America is most closely affected by the problem of Jewish oppression, It has the 
largest Jewish Ghetto in the world, and that (ihetto is entirely composed of the victims 
of this oppression, : 


2. Public men in the Jewish communities of America seem to be more alive to 


the need of international co-operation among Jews than are the heads of other Jewish 
communities, 7 
3. One of the principal objects for which the Board of Delegates is founded is 


“to establish relations with kindred organisations in other parts of the world for the 
relief of the Jews from political oppression.” 


_ The Jewish Industrial School. Miss Bella Liwy writing to the 
Times with reference to the kind and sympathetie remarks of Mr. Lane, K.C. 
(quoted in our last issue) says: Unfortunately, the Hayes Industrial School 
is for hoys only. It is earnestly to be hoped that a similar Jewish institution 
will soon be established for poor little girls (who come under the Industrial 
Schools Act), where they will be as well cared for and as well trained as 
Jewish Boys under similar conditions, as an industrial school for girls is 


urgently needed by all those who come under the legislation of the Industrial 
Schools Act.

Mr. HENRY SOLOMON. 


Last week's Jewish Chronicle printed the announcement of the death. 
at the age of seventy-five, of Mr: Henry Selomon, of 121. Grosvenor
